HONGKONG THE 
GEM OF THE EAST. 


Z£nglish Port on China’s Coast 


Deseribed as the Most Beau- 
tiful Harbor in the 
World 


SET IN SAPPHIRE SEAS. 


City Built on Island Hills, Ter- 
race Upon Terrace, of Blocks 
of Solid Brick and Stone, 
with Bay Beneath.

HONGKONG, Jan. 18—Hongkong is one 
of the most picturesquely placed and one of 
the most imposing, if not strictly beautiful, 
cities of the world; its harbor between high 
hills something that should have worldwide 
fame. One hears and hears of the harbors 
of Sydney and of Rio de Janeiro as the most 
beautiful harbors in the world, and all who 
travel agree to rave over hillside Genoa and 
Naples, but on these mild, radiant, winter 
morvings he would be soulless and blind who 
could not appreciate Hongkong’s claim. 

A gale of north wind and wet snowflakes 
drove us down ftom the mouth of the Yang- 
tse river and through the Formosa channel, 
the big Canadian mail steamer making a 
record trip of the 890 miles in forty-eight 
hours. The Empress cut through the heav- 
ing, @Tay green waves, the spray following 
after, and the Chinese passengers joyfully 
sent off firecrackers and scattered ‘‘ de mon- 
ey’ or “ joss paper” at one dangerous place 
of evil spirits as we rolled down the dreaded 
channel. | 


After that somber sky and sad water the 
Intensely bright blue sea and the rich color- 
ing of this south coast of China were a de- 
light to the eye. Mirs bay, where Admiral 
Dewey's fleet lay, benevolently ignored when 
ordered out of neutral Hongkong, and there 
finished war preparations at leisure, was a 
gulf of sapphire, in a burnt topaz setting. in 
the clear light of a winter's morning. The 


._ ship sailed on over a sapphire path between 


converging hills, whose tawny, golden brown, 
warm amber tones completed a color com- 
bination unrivaled. ! 
‘Then through that narruwest lead of the 
Lyemoon pass, and Hongkong stood revealed 
~-long Hines of white houses, ranged on an 
abrupt mountain side, terrace above terrace, 
along the crest of the ridge and on toa signal 
mast high on the loftiest peak. At the foot 
of the mountain, straight below it, spread 
yut the blue harbor, where black ships and 
White ships of war lay at anchor, mail 
tttamers, merchant steamers, river boats, 
ferryboats, junks, steam launches by dozens, 
sampans by scores and ten scores gave it 
life like to no other harbor of the east. 
Lore~tines of barracks and hospitals and 


muarters on the Hongkong shore are more 
than matched by the longer lines of barracks 
and imperial bulldings on the opposite Kow- 


loon shore; and for background there are the 
bare, rocky hills of the mainland, with the 
rich, warm, burnt tones of the barren peaks 
and sharp ridges softened in distance by 
the azure mists of Indian summer land- 
bcapes. 

On the Hongkong sice the slopes are 
clothed with the green mantle of young pine 
trees: on the Kowloon shore, afforestation 
has only commenced within the few years 
tince it was) attached to the island colony. 
The miracle of afforestation has been ac- 
complished so satisfactorily that, although 


remembering how fatuous it seemed when I 


watched sacks of pine cones scattered broad- 
cast from the terrace roads, one wants to see 
all this coast redeemed from its barrenness 
in the same way. 

In the midday sun, Kowloon hills glow 
like landscapes on the Nile; and in midsum- 
mer must oppress one with quivering heat. 
The coloring that charms one in winter must 
be torture in summer, and to change the 
whole landscape color to green would greatly 


add to the comfort of permanent residence. 


Besides afforestation, Hongkong has ac- 
complished prodigies of reclamation, and 
solid stone buildings stand in blocks where 
steam launches floated at buoys a few years 
ago. One stepped from the jetty across a 
narrow street to the hotel doorstep, and that 
doorstep is two streets away from the water 
front now, the hotel on a far back street, 
without harbor views or moonlight scenes to 
justify an exorbitant price for front rooms. 

The price realized from the sale of this re- 
Claimed land more than paid for the work 
itself, and a surplus went to other public im- 
provements. To the. building of reservoirs 
there is no end, since this barren, rocky islet 
receives all its rainfall within a few weeks 
and must store this precious water supply 
for a population of 10,000 Europeans and 
twenty times as many Chinese. - 

Two airline terraces high across the moun- 
tain’s front tell where viaducts or conduits 
run from higher and farther reservoirs, and 
these high level promenades. afford outlooks 
and sunset views that are rivaled only by the 
coast roads of Italy. |

After the low, light wooden constructions 
of Japan and the glass inclosed fronts of 
fearly all the residences of foreigners in 
these treaty ports, the solid, massive build- 
Ings of Hongkong are impressive. In 
long street vistas, the buildings are all! three 
and four stories in height, and skyscrapers of 
even six stories are seen, the ground floors 
&rcaded and loggias rising above. White 
arches and balustrades make the architec- 
ture almost uniform, and everything is solid

DIES WITH HIS BRIDE. 


Elopement Ends with Double Sui- 
cide in the Hotel Veley. 


USE PISTOL AND POISON. 


Note Is Left by A. W. Pressel Asking 
That Burial Be Together. 


Elopement, marriage, and a double suicide, 
all within three days, ended the romance of 
Mr. and Mrs. Arthur W. Pressel, whose 
bodies were found yesterday afternoon ina 
room at the Hotel Veley, 165 Clark street. 
The man had shot himself in the forehead 
and his bride had ended her life by drinking 
chloroform. 

The husband's poverty and the bride’s ill- 
ness are believed to have driven them to the 
tragedy. On a table near the bed on which 
the bodies, dressed in street clothes, were 
found, side by side, was a note scribbled by 
Pressel on wrapping paper with a pencil 
and signed by both. It read as follows: 


The last request of Mr. and Mrs. Arthur W, 


Pressel: 
Bury us side by side. 
Huntington, Ind. 


Til and Money Is Lacking. 


Near the note was a marriage certificate, 
issued last Thursday by Justice Joseph Arns 
of Wilmette to Arthur W. Pressel and Ger- 
trude Saathoff. Four small bottles which 
had contained chloroform were found in the 
room, a circumstance which led Corone 
Physician Joseph Springer to believe the 
woman previously had been using the drug 
for medicinal purposes. Less than $1 in 
money, a new but inexpensive set of furs, 
and some jewelry were the only personal 
effects of value found. Both had clothing of 
inferior quality and much worn. 

The bride, until last Wednesday, resided 
with her parents, Mr. and Mrs. Henry Saat- 
hoff, 125 Edson court, Waukeg nd Pres- 
sel was employed by the W Screen 
company of North Chicago. bd 


Ask Forgiveness of Parents. 

Mrs. Saathoff last evening showed a letter 
from her daughter which had reached her 
almost on the hour of the tragedy. The com- 
munication only told of the marriage, and 
asked forgiveness for leaving home against 
her parents’ wishes. There was no hint of 
contemplated suicide. 

‘We did not want cur daughter to marry 
Pressel, because he was not as well off as we 
wanted her husband to be,’’ said Mrs. Saat- 
hoff. She had been infermed of the tragedy 
by Chief of Police Grady of Waukegan and 
was nearly overcome by the shock. “ Ger- 
trude has been ill for some months and In the 
last month was becoming despondent.”’ 

The couple arrived at the Hotel Veley on 
Thursday, registering from Huntington, Ind. 
They attracted little attention. Friday after- 
noon Pressel engaged their room for another 
day. Early yesterday he was seen in the 
corridor of the hotel, but none of the em- 
ployés remembers having seen Mrs. Pressel 
out of the room. 

At 3 p. m., when the housekeeper, Mrs. 
Mary Kressler, tried to enter the room to 
arrange the bed, she was unable to gain ad- 
mission. The door was forced open and the 
tragedy discovered. :

DENEEN ANSWERS 
CRUSADECHARGES 


Meets Members of the Anti- 
Crime Committee and 
Replies to Every In- 
sinuation. 


TESTIMONY FROM JUDGES 


Cases of Laxity Alleged Prove 
Generally to Be Matters. on 
Which Court Had Sole 
Authority. 


Fortified with records and facts showing 
how every case has been handled and dis- 
posed of by his office during his seven years 
as state’s attorney, Charles 8S. Deneen met 
the members of the citizens’ anti-crime 
committee yesterday and refuted insinua- 
tions made against his department of laxity 
in dealing with criminals. 

With corroborative testimony from judges: 
of the Criminal court he showed in every 
case concerning which he was questioned 
by the committeemen that leniency had been 
given only where the criminal turned state's 
evidence and helped convict ‘others against 
whom evidence was lacking, where it was a 
first offense, or where the public good was 


ing circumstances governing the action of 
the judge, which are not to be found in the 
bare court records, were given to the mem- 
bers of the committee in every case. 


Done by Court, Not Prosecutor. 

Nearly every point raised as indicating pos- 
sible laxity in the administration of fustice 
turned out to be a question over which the 
judge and not the state’s attorney's office 
had jurisdiction. Many inquiries made, even 
by lawyers on the committee, seemed to in- 
dicate a lack of knowledge of legal pro- 
cedure. This gave State’s Attorney Deneen 
an opportunity to remark that many of the 
reports spread abroad attributing alleged 
laxity in methods to his office had evidently 
been made without full knowledge of the 

facts and legal usages. 


; Suggestion of Political Animus. 


Throughout the session the suggestion of 
politics as an animus for the inquiry at this 
time appeared. While not impugning the 
motives of the committee, Mr. Deneen re- 
ferred to the political tinge of the inquiry in 
this way: 

“As you all know, I am a candidate for 
the republican nomination for, governor of 
this state. Why you gentlemen thought it 
necessary to investigate the state's attor- 
ney's office first of all the public offices in 
Cook county you probably know. But it 
is not fair to keep me in this city or to keep 
me before the public in a false position 
| throughout the entire campaign... 


The inquiry was not completed and will be 
resumed tomorrow morning. 


Session in Mr. Deneen’s Office. 


The session was held in the private office 
of Mr. Deneen. About the table were 
grouped the following members of the citi-

The Rev. Father Cox and Mr. Deneen 
clashed frequently during the session. Father 
Cox has been credited in some quarters with 
having started an attack on the state's at- 
torney’s office by using material gathered 
by Patrick H. O'Donnell, the lawyer prose- 
cuted by the state's attorney and convicted 
of jury bribing. Here is an example of the 
dialogue between the two: 

Father Cox—Is your office force larger now 
than it was ten years ago? 

Mr. Deneen—Yes, it is much larger. 

Father Cox—Doesn't it tend to lessen the 
work of the office? 


crime? You don’t complain that we don’t 
work hard enough, do you? is that thecom- 
plaint you make? 
Father Cox—No. 
Mr. Deneen—Then I don’t see how it is per- 
tinent to the inquiry. 


Committeemen Disavow Politics. 
Chairman Eastman of the subcommittee,

Letter to Mr. Deneen. 


An outline of the extent of the inquiry the 
committee desired to make in the state's 
attorney's oflice Was then made public in the 
form of a letter sent to Mr. Deneen sévera!

If it should appear 
that practices injurious to the public welfare have 
been found, we desire the ald of your office in their 
correction. 

We also destre to know how many different indi- 
viduals are represented in the reported numbers 
of convictions for felonies and for misdemeanors

STORY OF JAP HEROES 


Men Who Braved Death at Port 
Arthur Tell Adventures. 


Many Failed to Find Flotilla and 
Drifted in Open Sea. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

TOKIO, Feb. 27.—Every man who took 
part in the attempt to blockade the entrance 
to the harbor of Port Arthur has been ac- 
counted for. Not a life was lost on any of 
the five Japanese merchantmen which went 
in, loaded full of explosives, and braved the 
Russian’s heavy guns. 

Several. of the volunteers, however, had 
narrow escapes from death from Russian 
shells, both while on the ships and later in 
trying to rejoin the ‘torpedo boats. 

Some failed to find the flotilla and drifted 
about on the open sea in the Intense cold 
until late the next afternoon. 

Their adventures in the harbor were stir- 
ring, and most of the times they had to work 
under the intense glare of the Russian 
searchiights. 

All of the men who braved death to block 
the harbor were regulars in the navy. 

Merchant crews volunteered, and for a 
time the competition among the regulars 
was so sharp it seemed likely the merchant- 
men would have to be accepted. : 

Admiral Togo, however, finally picked 
crews from the ships of his fleet.

The report of the officers follows: 

‘Five vessels intended to obstruct the 
entrance to Port Arthur advanced about 4 
o'clock on the morning of the 24th from the 
southward toward the mouth of the port. 
It appears.that the Tenshin Maru, which 
was in the van, was steered: too far to port, 
and when it was about three miles to the 
southwest of shore it was shot and seriously 
damaged. The boat was run on the shoals 
intentionally. 

“The other steamers, which were in its 
wake, changed their course to the northeast 
and advanced, ‘but the enemy’s searchlights 
flashing upon them impeded their progress. 
The enemy's fire struck the steering gear of 
the Bushiu Maru, disabling it. 


Second Boat Goes Aground._ 
“The boat grounded near the Tenshin Maru. 
and after striking the officers destroyed it 


seriously damaged by the enemy's shells and 
sank before reaching the harbor entrance. 

**In the meanwhile the Hokoku Maru and 
the Jinsen Maru had advanced with great 
rapidity and had reached the entrance to the 
barbor with considerable difficulty. 

“ The Hokoku Maru was on the outer side 
of the stranded Russian battleship Retvizan, 
and the Jinsen Maru on the eastern side of 
the Retvizan. 

‘The crews of each lighted explosives to 
destroy the metchantmen, and after giving 
a. loud cheer got into their emal! boats. 
When they found their vessels sinking the 
crews endeavored to row to the Japanese 
torpedo boats, which were ready to pick 
them up, but the Russian searchlights lit 
up their path, and the Russian fire became 
severe. 

Adrift in Small Boats. 

“The crews in their smal) boats were 
compelled to row around under cover, and 
they were unable to reach the torpedo boats, 
The sea hecame heavier at sunrise, and the 
crews suffered great hardship. They finally 
succeeded in reaching the Japanese squad- 
ron at 8 o'clock in the afternoon of the 
same day. 

The steamers did not carry lights and were 
not armed. and consequently were not dis- 
covered until the operation of sinking them 
was practically completed. _ 

Japan is singing the praises of the volunteer 
crews who participated in the dangerous 
work. It is expected that the emperor will 
publicly thank them and give them medals 
to commemorate the daring act. 

Several Landed at Chefoo. 

CHEFOO, Feb. 27.—From Japanese 
sources denial is now given to the report 
that a ship was sunk off Chefoo. The same 
authorities state that the seven sailors and 
officer who arrived here last night are parts 
of the crews on the transports purposely 
sunk off Port Arthur. Immediately the 
transports were sunk these survivors were 
picked up by escorting torpedo boats, which 
took them aboard and purposely dropped 
them at the nearest point to Chefoo so as to 
enable them to telegraph full details of the 
fight to the Japanese. |

His 
whole campaign is that of a good and right- 
eous Man wunwarrantably attacked. His 
martyrdom is paraded and displayed and his 
wounds exhibited as his chief political asset. 

If any one is inclined to believe that this Is 
not good politics he should look over the 
results obtained in counties in which Richard 
the Martyr has made his pilgrimage as a good 
man beset by enemies. 

Probably if the governor's acts were ques- 
tioned in any other quarter than in Chicago 
hie plea of persecution would not be received 
£0 willingly in many counties. The fact that 
the chief questioning has been made in the 
city aids the governor among many of the 
tender hearted in the country. 


Fear of Chicago Dictation. 


The country takes alarm at anything that 
looks like Chicago dictation. It is persuaded 
easily that a well founded attack, if directed 
from the city, is persecution ‘and nothing 
more. Gov. Yates has taken advantage of 
this. He has presented his martyrdom to 
the country and in many fwstances his plea 
has been effective. 

He takes little time in defense of his ad- 
ministration. It is not a part of his plan of 
campaign. He occupies himself with his 
pose as a victim and finds a number of ready 
listeners: The country resents the idea of a 
man from the country being criticised in the 
city, and when this- man argues that the 
criticism is unjust, biased, and prejudiced 
many of his hearers who might have failed 
to see the force of other arguments accept 
this one readily. 

The thought that this affable man, who 
willing to listen, who is approachable 
and ready to promise—the thought that he is 
abused is too much for tender country sus- 
ceptibilities. The ewners of the susceptibili- 
ties fail on his neck, weep, and protest that, 
though Chicago desert him, they will stand 
by him. 

Under these conditions Gov. Yates’ pil- 
grimage is really an affecting spectacle, and 
one to give additional strength to a belief jn 
the genuine tenderness of human nature. 


Sherman Foil of Yates. 


Among the condidates the foil of Gov. 
Wates is the free speaking Mr. Sherman. 
ahe one represents innocence abused ani 
the other the abuser. While the ex-speaker 
is essentially a down country man, he is taken 
as representing the anti-Yates sentiment, 
Which is strongest in Chicago. 

Whenever Mr. Yates gets a fresh blow from 
Mr. Sherman he has a fresh wound to exhibit. 
One can determine the relative strength of 
the man who throws and the man who is bit 
by the brick by the fact that Yates is de- 
feating Sherman in most of the counties in 
which they meet. 

A g00d martyr seems to be a better vote 
getter than a good brick thrower. Sherman 
himself has recognized this by saying that if 
any sacrifice were needed in order that a 
Tew things should be said about the gov- 
ernor he was willing to make that sacrifice. 

There was a proposition to put him directly 
on the governor's trail in Sangamon county 
in the interests of Hamlin, but he discounte- 
nanced it after some consideration, not see.

When he was brought 
back to Fulton county he repudiated the 
confession and said it had been wrung from 
him while he was in fear of his life.

They were indicted and the 
case transferred to McDonough county for 
trial. Sherman defended the two detectives, 
and indirectly, as he says, Snively, who was 
alleged to have hired them to prove that 
Lewistown byrned its own courthouse. 


Says His Foes Are Ungrateful. 

This and other stories of local politics were 
used by Skerman in his efforts to convince 
the voters that his enemies had been ungrate- 
ful in refusing him admittance to the county.

Reduction May Cause Trouble. 


That the state committee's action in trying 
to lower the delegate representation of Cook 
county will be resented developed when Mr. 
Powell stated that under the primary elec- 
tion law the committee had no power to 
change the number of delegates in any ward 
or district. In reply Secretary Hoy said: 

“ We simply treated each ward and district 
as a county and apportioned the delegates on 
the same basis, one for every 400 votes cast 
for the republican electors in 1900, and one 
for every fraction of 200 or more. It was not 
done tn. anybody's interest.

BURNS WITH $800,000 Loss. 


Insurance of 8600,000 Allowed to Lapse 
as Result of Action of Legisiature— 
War Records Are Destroyed, bat the 
State Documents Are Believed to Be 
Intact in Vaults—Agitation in Favor 
of Removal to Milwaukee Expected 
to Follow. 


state capitol building was practically 
stroyed by fire this morning, the loss being 
estimated at $800,000, on which there is but 
little insurance. All the valuable state ret- 
ords are beheved to be safe. Most of them 
remain in masonry and steel vaults, and 
their safety depends on the fireproof charac- 
terofthe vaults. The state treasury had only 
about $8,000 in cash on hand. The fire is be- 
lieved to have been caused by a lighted g28 
jet. 

Gov. Scofield maintained insyrance on the 
building throughout his term, totaling $600,- 
000, but the last legislature instituted an in- 
surance fund and directed the state's of- 
ficérs to allow the insurance polictes to lapse. 
In June last there lapsed $510,000, and in De- 
cember $90,000. There is in the insurance 
fund at the present time about $6,000 to meet 
the loss. 
| Involves Removal Issue. 

The burning of the capitol may mean the 
transfer of the seat of government to Mil- 
waukee. While the general impréssion is 
that the seat of government cannot be taken 
from Madison because of the impossibility 
of separating it from the seat of the state 
university, this is declared to be a wrong 
impression. 

On the main floor the executive office, and 
offices of the secretary of state, attorney 
generalginsurance commissioner, state board 
of contfol, state treasurer, and state bank- 
ing commissioners were saved and the Su- 
preme court chambers and law library 08 
the second floor escaped destruction.

DENEEN ANSWERS CHARGE 


MEETS ANTI-CRIME COMMITTEE 
AND GIVES ALL THE FACTS. 


Shows That Leniency Criticised Was 
Matter in Discretion of the Court 
and Not of Prosecuting Attorney— 
No Worthless Bond Shown—Chang- 
ing of Charge from Felony to Mis- 
demeanor Caused by Judges’ Ina- 
bility to Hear All Cases.

which year there was a decided increase in the 
convictions for felonies and misdemeanors alike, 
concerning which last named feature we also de- 
sire information. 

We desire information concerning the 966 pre- 
liminary examinations shown to have been made 
by your office in the year covered by the report of 
1903, and the reason why such examinations ap- 
pear for the first time in said report. 


Many Criminals Released. 
The committee has been impressed with the 


alarming number of convicted criminals who ap- 


pear to have been released during the last seven 
years on their own recognizances, and ask your 
aid in learning the causes for such releases; and, if 
abuses have crept tn, for you to help bring about a 
reform of such abuses. 

We also deem it requisite to inquire whether 
under the present practice of assigning cases for 
trial which prevails in the Criminal court some 
cases linger for years without ever being tried or 
called for trial; and whether, if such is the fact, 
it is not possible so to change the practice that 
speedy trials may be secured. 


Charge Sometimes Changed. 

The committee has also been much impressed 
with the large number of cases in which felonies 
appear to have been committed, but in which cases, 
so far as conviction and punishment are concerned, 
the offense has been reduced to misdemeanors; 
and to what extent, if at all, this practice has 
grown up or been continved under your adminis- 
— or whether the causes lie outside of your 

ce. 

The committee further desires to inquire concern- 
ing the practice which seems to have grown up 
by which certain judges have interfered with the 
sentences after the term at which final conviction 
was had, and to have reduced such sentences, par- 
ticularly as to whether such interferences are 
warranted in law, and to what extent, if at all, 
your office has participated in this practice; and 
the committee desires your aid in having this prac- 
tice corrected.

Fafl to Point Out Bad Bonds. 3 

With this lefter as the basis of inquiry 
the committee began bombarding Mr. Deneen 
with questions. The subject matter of the 
letter was taken up paragraph by paragraph. 

The question of ball bonds was first taken 
up, and Assistant State’s Attorney Lewis, 
who is in charge of the bond department, 
signified his readiness to answer any in- 
quiries as to specific cases. Mr. Eastman 
stated that he had no specific cases of wrong- 
doing to call to Mr. Deneen’s attention. 

The state’s attorney then said he wanted 
the public to realize that out of 1,400 bail 
bonds accepted by his office during 1903 
not a single specific case of a bondsman 
against whom stand unsatisfied judgments 
on forfeited bonds could be cited by the com- 
mittee. 

Deneen Takes Committee to Task. 

Mr. Deneen then took the committee to 
task for dealing in generalities as to bonds 
in its letter and being unable to cite specific 
cases of unsatisfied judgments after hint- 
ing in regard to them. In this connection 
he said: 

**I insist that complaints ought not to be 
made or insinuations cast out unless specific 
cases are mentioned. It is not fair for a pub- 
lic officer to have suspicion created against 
him at any time, and it is not fair to me to 
have it created against me at this particular 
time, and if you are not ready for the in- 
formation it seems to me that the question 
ought not to be asked at this time, because it 
could be done at a subsequent time if there 
was any occasion for it. 

*“‘ This will be published in tomorrow morn- 
ing’s papers, and I want it known that there 
was no specific information furnished me. 
This explanation is due to me, that there 
has not been a case specified in this first 
charge. and of course nobody with any sense 
would understand that we could answer a 
charge that has not been specified. Now, is 
there any inquiry about this bond book? 
None at all. Then we are through with that.” 


Necessary to Save Court’s Time. 


As to the Increase in the number of convic- 
tions for misdemeanors and the decrease in 
convictions for felonies, it was pointed out 
by Mr. Deneen that it was often necessary 
to try a prisoner for misdemeanor, as there 
was not sufficient evidence to try him ona 
more serious charge. 

“The courts permit, and we recommend 
occeasionally,”’ explained Mr. Deneen, “ that 
men charged with felonies be permitted to 
plead guilty to misdemeanors. We have 
thought, in the first place, that that was 
just, but whether it is good policy or not it 
has to be done sometimes, because of the fact 
that court machinery here is not able to try 
these felonies alone; it cannot be done. Wo 
have enough people in the jail to consume 
trial by six courts every day in the year, 
including Sundays and all holidays.”’ 

Mr. Bastman—Now, you are confronted 
then with at least 8,000 cases at the beginning 
of the year which this office is obliged to 
try. 

Mr. Deneen—During the year 3,000 plus 
those undisposed of when we start the fiscal 
or court year. 

Chairman Nelson—Let me ask you in that 
connection, the 3,000 cases, every one of those 
has a right to demand a jury trial? 

Mr. Deneen—Every one has the right to de- 
mand a jury trial, and there are not enough 
judges in Cook county, including the Appel- 
late judges, to try these cases. 

Chairman Nelson—Then the alternative is 
either to let them plead guilty to a misde- 
meanor, and thereby give them some punish- 
ment, or let them go without punishment un- 
der the four months limit? 

Mr. Deneen—Yes. 


Indeterminate Lew e Burden. 


The indeterminate law was said by Mr. 
Deneen to be responsible for increased bur- 
dens on the courts. He favored the courts 
fixing the length of every sentence. 

In citing a case where a prisoner was dis- 
charged by the judge before his sentence had 
expired Mr. Eastman read: 

“On this day come the said people, by 
Charlies 8S. Deneen, state’s attorney, and the 
said defendant, by his counsel, also comes, 
and on motion of counsel of said defendant.” 

From this Mr. Bastman inferred that no 
prisoner was discharged without the personal 
indorsement of Mr. Deneen. It was er- 
plained to him that this was a court form 
used by the clerk and might be used a hun-

Father Cox brought up the case of Albert 
Audit and called attention-tothe fees award- 
ed to the state’s attorney’s office because of 
the handling of eight indictments against 
him. Mr. Deneen answered him by calling 
to hi§ attention that the question of fees had 
been passed upon by the higher court and so 
need not be brought into consideration. 


Judges Can Defend Themselves. 
The Rev. R. A. White asked about the re- 
lease of prisoners and why the judges exer- 
cised such power. 


“It is improper for us to defend the 


judges,’’ declared Mr. Deneen. 
think they need any defense. You had bet- 
|ter ask them. I will explain everything in 
reference to my office. You have selected 
me ae the first man to make inquiries about. 
I am prepared to answer anything about my 
administration, everything about it, but I 
don’t intend to explain the actions of other 
officers.”’ 

After some sharp dialogue State’s Attorney 
Deneen made this thrust: 

‘“] want this thing ended as we go along. 
I want each case taken up and explained, so 
if there is any complaint here I can answer it. 

‘“*T don’t want any more speeches made 
about this office unless they are founded on 
fact, and I don’t want any statements to be 
made on this office when they don’t know 
anything about the system.” 

Question of Fees. 

The question of fees was brought up again 
by Father Cox in connection with the 996 state 
cases handled by Assistant State’s Attorney 
Healy in the justice courts. 

Father Cox—What is your fee in each case 
where they are held to the grand jury? 

Mr. Deneen—Five dollars a case. 

Father Cox—For 996 cases you received a 
fee of $4,8607 © 

Mr. Deneen—Yes, sir. 

Father Cox—You have not used that money 
to pay lawyers? 

Mr. Deneen—The question of fees has been 
decided by Judge Tuley. As to fees, I have 
had two charges made against me, and that 
for political purposes only, and in one of them 
they did not face the court; they abandoned 
it. and the other the court decided adiversely 
to that contention. These cases really 
haven't anything to do with anything except 
politics, an@ the worst sort of politics at that. 
Have you got any further inquiry about the 
996 cases? 

Statement from Judge McEKwen. 

Some of the cases concerning which the 
committee had asked were explained in a 
statement from Judge McEwen, which was 
presented by Mr. Deneen. In the communi- 
cation from Judge McEwen he referred to the 
handling of criminal cases in these words: . 

‘‘ Inasmuch as it is impossible for you to 
make an explanation without the assistance 
and codperation of the judge trying the dif- 
ferent cases, I have undertaken to give a 
brief synopsis, together with the decision 
and reasons for action in the different cases 
contained in the list. \In doing so I do not 
concede the right of any one to question the 
decisions in the way of requiring a public 
explanation from mie without some charge is 
made which involves a willful violation of 
the judicial discretion which a court has in 
the matter of its judgment. . 

“ The explanations are made solely in your 
interest to show the facts—first, that no 
wrong has been done by any one in these dif- 
ferent cases; and, second, to show that in a 
number of instances the action of the court 
has been entirely independent of your office. 

“It is idle in most cases for any one at- 
tempting to review a case away from the 
courtroom and away from the evidence, at 
a more or less remote period of time, to say 
that the court or the state’s attorney was 
right or wrong, too harsh or too lenient. 

‘This communication has not been writ- 
ten with any view of defense of any act or 
omission of mine, but is purely a statement 
of the facts surrounding the particular 
cases, which, in justice to your office of 
state’s attorney, I take pleasure in furnish- 


ing you.”’

marked on the water with a wall of rock a 
great space which it will convert into a 
government dockyard. 

Farther eastward is the racecourse, a re- 
gion of European residences, then a naval 
hospital, and last outpost, a great sugar 
refinory. Westward from the business cen- 
ter one rides through as many miles of dense- 
ly populated Chinese quartef, the buildings 
of brick and stone, built like European build- 
ings, but each one a busy hive of human 
beings, ell talking, shouting, screaming, 
wrangling at the top of their lungs, and. 
crowded streets adding to the vocal din. 

The Europeans live on the,heights, each 
successive terrace or street a rise in social 
estate. First live the Portuguese, many so 
nearly Chinese that only their clothing and 
customs mark them apart. Pure Portuguese 
are hardly to be found in the east, where for 
centuries they have been identified with its 
trade, but where they once ruled and “ held 
the gorgeous east in fee’’ they now serve as 
clerks and interpreters. the inexpensive, me- 
chanical, negligible quantity of minor em- 
ployé. 

Up a street or two one finds a different 
Hongkong, long terraces and streets, banyan 
shaded, with door yards where tree ferns un- 
roll their fronds and poingettias are as large 
and as commonly seen as tall lilac bushes in 
New England dooryards. All the houses are 
large and airy, and all command beautiful 
harbor views, each house overlooking the 
roof of the houses of the terrace below, but 
people do tire of views and panoramas and 
atmospheric effects, and a little familiarity 
makes the resident indifferent to his land- 
scape advantages. 

From the peak, 1,800 feet in air, where 
every one who can flees in summer, and 
many live all the year round, one looks 
upon a wider view and down upon the sea 
on all sides of the irregular mountain mass, 
islanded in the China sea, close to the main- 


land shore. | 
The first who came to the mountain top 


‘to breathe a cooler summer air, what if it 


were solid vapor, dripping cloud, and fog 
for week after week of the suffocating sea- 
son, were carried in skeleton chairs up and 
down dizzy goat tracks on the hillside. 

The tracks became roads, but a cable 
tramway soon put the sedan chairs out of 
business, and tne great population that lives 


up above ride up and down in a clumsy 


tram car that defies all ingenuity to add to 
its \absurd discomforts. One faces the 
mountain as he ascends and he sits the same 
way on a rigid, hard, and fast bench as he 
descends back to the view that lies like a re- 
lief map below and away to the hills of the 
continent. 

Away up in midair, on the crest of the bare, 
wind swept ridge, there are more massive 
buildings, long hotels, and hotels that have 
become hospitals, residences great and 
small, and a great community of cloud dwell- 
ing women and children, who seldom go 
down to the crowded, busy, bizarre streets 
of the seaboard city. 

It is a strange life up there among the per- 
petual summer clouds and mists and the 
winter’s extreme 40 degrees, but the in- 
valids recuperate, and the little children, 
who play along the concrete paths and the 
cement tennis courts, have as rosy cheeks 
as if in Scotland. .

MUST PUT UP BREAD PRICE 
OR CO-OPERATE IN BUYING. 
Bakers Call Important Meeting for To- 


morrow Night—Declare They Are 
Making No Money in Business Now. 


The price of bread in Chicago depends 
largely on the outcome of a meeting of bakery 
owners tomorrow night at 106 Madison street. 
With wheat over a dollar and the prospect 
of a shorter workday for their employés the 
smaller employers declare there is ne profit 
in 5 cent bread. They have made no money 
since last fall, they say, and must do some- 
thing or be forced out of business. 

One plan which will be considered is co- 
operative buying of supplies. In this way it 
is hoped to secure flour at a price sufficiently 
low to permit satisfactory profits: Should 
the cojperative buying plan be adopted and 
prove successful it is proposed to attempt co- 
operative baking to reduce expenses still 
further. 

The larger dealers say they have not even 
considered an advance in bread prices. Should 
the Russian-Japanese war continue for 
months an increase in prices may be neces- 
sary, they admit. é | 

“We haven’t considered advancing the 
price here,” said E. I. Dresser of H. H. Kohl- 
saat & Co., “ though there has been talk of 
doing it in New York. Flour has reached its 
present price several times previously, but 
the situation usually is relieved within a 
month. The war in the east will have a 
tendency to keep prices up. Flour now is 
selling in large quantities at from $4.85 to 
$5.25 a barrel.”’ 

Smaller concerns are paying $6 for their 
flour and fear it will go higher if the war Is 
prolonged. They admit there are many difi- 
culties in the way of higher bread prices, but 
say something must be done. They place 
their hopes in tomorrow night’s meeting, 
which hae been called by the recently organ- 
ied Union Master Bakers of Chicago 

In South Water street yesterday the 
produce market was reported a little easter, 
with eggs at 20 cents a dozen, the lowest price 
this winter. Potatoes were quotedat 92 cents 
in carloads and other vegetables were propor- 
tionately high. 


“This is the season when hens begin to } 


lay,”’ explained a dealer, “‘ and egg prices are 
not likely to go any higher, although grocers 
still may be charging 30 cents a dozen for 
them 


“Or ng to the long, cold winter potatoes | 


and other vegetables have frozen to such an 
extent that high prices will be obtained until 
late in the spring. Poultry also will con- 
tinue high.”

BURLINGTON MAKES NEW REDUC- 
TION OF RATES. 3 


Cuts Tarif’ on Sugar to Point 2 Cente 
‘Below Great Western’s Figure—Also 
Giwes St. Paul Benefit of the Change 
—Reck Island to Return to the West- 
ern Passenger Association — Lake 
Shore Bars Annual Passes from Sub- 
urban Use. 


The Burlington yesterday went on the war- 
path and announced a rate on sugar from 
Chicago to the Missouri river of 2 cents less 
than the cut rate put in effect by the Great 
Western. 

Its new rate will be 10 cents a 100 pounds 
from Chicago to the Missouri river; 5 cents 
from the Mississippi river to the Missouri 
river, and 7 cents from Chicago to St. Paul 
and Minneapolis. The old rates on sugar 
were 27 cents from Chicago to the Missouri 
river, 22 cents from the Mississippi and Mis- 


-gouri. and 14 cents Chicago to St. Paul. 


The Great Western had made no reduction 
in the rate from Chicago to St. Paul, and 
for this reason the 50) per cent cut in the St, 
Paul rate by the Burlington is taken as an 
indication that the Burlington no longer pro- 
poses to follow the lead of the’Great Western 
in rate reductions, but do some fighting on ita 
own account. 

Rock Island to Join Associe-tion. 

The Rock Island has notified Chairman 
Eustis of the executive committee of the 
Western Passenger association that it has 
decided to come back into the association. 
This road withdrew from the association 
about three years ago because it felt that it 
was not fairly treated. During the last two 
or three weeks al! existing differences have 
been adjusted, which is the cause for the 
Rock Island coming back into the fold. 

A meeting of the association will be held 
here In a day or two to act formally upon the 
application of the Rock Island to be read- 
mitted, and Passenger Traffic Manager John 
Sebastian will be elected a member of the 
executive committee.

Girl Married When 15 Years Old Would 


Artist’s Own Compositions Monopolize 
Program in Wetsiler Symphony Con- 
cert at Oarnegie Hall and He Per- 
sonally Conducts Most Important 
Numbers in List—At His First Ap- 
pearance He Receives Thunderoas 
Vutburet of Welcome. 


New York, Feb. 27.—[{Special.}—The long 
heralded American début of Richard Strauss 
of Berlin, an important figure at the present 
time in the world’s field of music, was made 
in Carnegie hall tonight at last in the Wetzler 
symphony concerts before an immense audi- 
ence with notable enthusiasm. 

Mr. Strauss’ compositions monopolized the 
program, the occasion comstituting the first 
series of festival concerts at which his works 
will be consecutively exploited, and the com- 
poser himself conducted the most important 


number in the list, his tone poem, “* Ein 
Heldenleben,’’ at his first appearance. 
‘Also Sprach Zarathrustra,’’ the first 


number conducted by Mr. Wetzler, was the 
signal for a tremendous * fanfare ’’ from the 
orchestra and a thunderous outburst of wel- 
come from the house, continuing for several 
minutes and recurring when thé famous com- 
poser had bowed his thanks and retired. 


Strauss Is Tall and Big of Frame. 

In appearance Strauss proved to be tal) 
and big of frame, unassuming in manner, 
and almost awkward in carriage. When in 
the course of the evening he assumed the 
baton his most salient quality was seen in 
his business like directness. He made no 
pretentions to settled posture, and when 
occasion suggested moving, not only his 
arms but his whole body freely expressed 
hie wishes to the various parts of tHe or- 
chestra. He .seémed to concern himself 
chiefly with the general outline of things, 
rather than, their details. It waa a picture 
as a whole that he portrayed, and, while 
some of his finer lines could have been better 
finished, it had vitality and completeness. 

From the viewpoint of the audience it must 
be confessed a program such as that tonight 
is a severe tax upon the attention and upon 
musical digestion. It must be remembered 
a popular understanding of these enormous 
tone problems of Strauss is only just begin- 
ning, and more than one in an evening sel- 
dom has been tried before. 


High Credit Given Conductor. 

For the first of the two given tonight the 
“Also Sprach Zarathrustra’’ of Wetzler must 
be given high credit. Taken as a whole, it 
could not have been better played in recent 
recollection, although Mr. Lichtenberg 
spolled parts of it with untuneful violin 
solos, aud at a delicate spot near the end 
the wood wind instruments could not be got 
to play together. 

Mr. Bispham sang a group of three of 
Strauss’ songs and marred them in phrase 
in extraordinary fashion. He seemed in 
wretched voice and let the key take care 
of itself. 

New York has had an opportunity to hear 
** Heldenicben ’’ under several batons, and, 
as has been said, that of Strauss tonight re- 
vealed an authoritative outline for the work 
rather than the hidden subject matter. The 
moments of power were most impressive, 
perhaps, although there was much to admire 
in the splendid breadth of music and pas- 
sages which depict the close of the hero’s 
life.

Board Recommends Purchase 
of Five Submarines for 
Coast Defense. 


CRAFT STANDS HARD TEST 


Ability to Guard Any Channel 
Makes It Valued Auxiliary 
: to Fixed Mines. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 27.—(Special.)— 
Although the house naval committee ts go- 
ing slow about the purchase of submarine 
torpedo craft, there is a chanze ‘hat appro- 
priatione for five lake submarines wil] De car- 
ried in the milttary DIN. A board consisting 
of Maj. Arthur Murray, Capt. Charites J. 
Bailey, and Capt. Charlies Parker inepect- 
ed the Lake boat Protector at Newport, R. L., 
Jan. 19, 1904, and has declared that for cer- 
tain work in submarine defense it displayed 
unsurpassed qualities. The bay was filled 
with ice during the trial, and when rising 
from submersion the Protector had to break 
through an ice floe. The board concludes as 
follows: 7 

“The board recommends consideration of 
the foregoing by the general staff. The ques- 
tion of the use of Whitehead torpedoes as 
part of the fixed mine defense fired from 
tubes on shore i#@ now redeiving considera- 
tion. Where channels are wide and the cur- 
rent swift this use of Whitehead torpedoes 
will be limited. 


Carries Whitehead in Bffective Range. 

“ With boats of this type the Whitehead 
can, it ts believed, be carried within certain 
effective range in all ordinary channels. 
This alone will warrant the consideration 
asked. The board recommends in conse- 
quence that five of these boats be pur- 
chased for use in submarine defense, as fol- 
lows: 

“One for a school of submarine defense 
for experimental work, one for the eastern 
entrance of Long Island sound, one for the 
entrance to Chesapeake bay, one for San 
Francisco harbor, ana one for Puget sound. 

“ The necessity of this kind of defense in 
the four localities named needs no demon- 
stration to those acquainted with them.”’ 


Boat Described by Navy. 

In describing the boat and the principles 
of its construction the board makes use of 
an excellent report rendered the navy de- 
partment by Lieut. John Halligan, U. 8. N. 

‘* The board believes this type of submarine 
boat would prove a most valuable auxillary 
to a fixed mine defense, and in cases where 
the channe! cannot be mined owing to 
depth, rough water, swift tides, or the width 
of channel, it would give the nearest ap- 
proach to absolute protection now known 
to the board.’ 

“The test at Newport demonstrated the 
ease with which the boat can locate and 
pick up cables. With minor alterations in 
the present model they can be taken into 
the diving cormpartment and repaired at 
leisure. 

Many army officers say submarine torpedo 
boats, as well as other torpedo craft for har- 
bor defense, should be altogether in charge 
of the army. In the navy the view is held 
that all these craft require sea training on 
the part of the crews. This opinion is not 
held by the artillery board, and the point 
must be settled before the army decides to 
purchase submarines.

URGE FEDERAL FIRE INQUIRY. 


ernment Investigation Into the 
Cause of Losses. 


000 | Chicago men have forwarded an address 


to President Roosevelt urging an investiga- 
tion by the government into the loss of life 
and property by fire to be followed by relief 
legislation. The document was signed by the 
Officers of the Illinois Manufacturers’ asso- 
ciation, the Civic federation, and the Chi- 
cago Credit Men’s association. It will be 
presented under the auspices of the National 
Society for the Prevention of Loss of Life 
and Property by Fire in the United States. 
After calling attention to the destruction 
caused by fires during the last ten years, es- 


tinues: 

We believe it to be our privilege and duty as citi- 
gens to use the machinery of our local and state 
governments in attacking this evil, but the effort 
to eradicate must be directed with full knowledge 
of the facts and conditions as they exist through- 
out the entire country. 

No local or state government can make or sus- 
tein such widespread investigation of facts and 
analysis of statistics. This function can be per- 
formed completely and thoroughly only by the 
national government under such enactment as 
may be required to make ample provision for the 
work. 

We therefore ask that you make such direction 
or request as will enable full investigation by the 
appropriate department of the national govern- 
ment into the loss of Mfe and property by fire in 
the United States and the subsequent submission 
to congress for enactment of such measures as 
shall be found requisite for the continued prose- 
cution of the work.

Mysterious Disappearance of Important 
Rule Causes Rupture Between Chi- 
cagoans and Milwaukeeans. 


Chicago and Milwaukee skat players are 
having a little (war of their own, which 
threatens to disrupt the hitherto peaceful 
intercity relations. This tempest in the 
steins has been caused chiefly by two rea- 


sons, the principal one being the discovery | 


that some one actually stole a skat rule. 
This happened almost a month ago, when 
it was found that the book of rules published 


in the brewery city was shy one of the most. 


important regulations adopted at Cleveland. 
Naturally suspicion pointed towards Mil- 
waukee, and the players in the Wisconsin 
city became quite incensed that any one 
should suspect them of perpetrating such 
a trick. 

This caused considerable friction between 
the two cities, but after it was decided that 
a printer had committed the theft to save 
work a truce was mutually agreed, and the 
expected conflict did not materialize. Mil- 
waukee players, however, harbored consid- 
erable malice over the indirect accusation, 
and threatened to do everything but send 
warships down the lake to bring about a 
retraction. The Chicago players were quite 
willing to have the matter dropped, and even 
went so far as to make arrangements to 
send a delegation to the big tourney to be 
held in the brewery city today. But the 
absence of the Milwaukee players from the 
local tournament a week ago at the Sher- 
man house, after they had been tendered 
invitations, settled the matter, and none of 
the Chicago men will take part in the games 
today.

held at Lincoln, Ill., on March 12, under the 
auspices of the Lincoln Skat club. The offi- 
cers and directors of the local skat league 
have been invited, and all will go; also twen- 
ty-five players.

100 MANY FIGHT CLUBS 


LOCAL PROMOTERS UNABLE TO 
PRESENT GOOD CARDS. 


Exhibitions On Almost Every Night in 
the Week Exhaust the Available 
Talent and Box Office Receipts Have 
Saffered a Sliump—Managers May 
Meet and Arrange a Schedule of 
Dates—Two New Organizations to 
Enter the Field—Other Gossip. 


[BY GEORGE STLER.]} 

The old and time worn adage that “too 
many cooks spoil the broth " seems to fit the 
local boxing situation at the present writing, 
in so far the clubs have been playing to’% 
losing business. Continuous performances at 
from $1 to $3 a peep for poor attractions is 
the direct cause for the slump in the box office 
receipts. 

The ever liberal but suffering fight public 
is ready at all times to support clubs that 
stage high class fistic attractions, but it 
cannot stand the strain of digging into its 
jeans for the wherewithal several times a 
week and not receive a run for its money. 
For this, however, the promoters can hardly 
be censured, as they do their utmost to get 
the best they can afford and invariably are 
compelled to interview their bank accounts 
to live up to their contracts with the fighters. 


Programs Are Cut. 

At times, as was the case at the Watita 
league’s show last Monday night, the drain 
on their private bank rolls is so strong they 
are compelled to cut down expenses by trim- 
ming their attractions, and in such instances 
the public, as well as the promoter, share 
and share alike in discomfiture, financially 
and otherwise. Fortunately for the sup- 
porters of the game, all the clubs but one, 
the Watita, have lived up to their agree- 
ments by staging all contests as advertised, 
and standing their losses without a murmur. 

With three fairly big and a number of fly 
by night clubs bidding for patronage, and 
with the pugilisticmarket practically depleted 
of Al talent, or rather Hmited, the elubs 
will, sooner or later, be compelled to pool 
their issues with respect to curtailing dates. 

There has been no clashing of dates thus 
far, but from three to four shows a week, 
as has been the case since the resumption 
of the game, is the next thing toit. It has 
been suggested to the managers of the Bat- 
tery D, Ninth ward guards, Watita, and the 
American clubs to run four shows a month, 
one a° week, which if agreed upon and lived 
up to would be profitable to all. It would 
also give them a better opportunity to secure 
higher class talent, for which their patrons 
would be thankful. | 


Local Patronage Good. 


Chicago is one of the best, if not the best, 
fight towns in the country. Its supporters 
are liberal, but it demands the best in the 
market, and it also demands time to gossip 
over the merits and demerits of one set of 
fighters before another set is foisted upon 
them. One show each week will therefore 
meet with their approval, and as supporters 
of the sport they are entitled to some consid- 
eration. The American, mentioned above, 
has been out of business ever since the shut- 
down, about a year ago, but contemplates 
reopening shortly, and therefore was con- 
nected with the other organizations. 

One would think that four clubs, and all 
playing to a losing game, would deter othet 
promoters from breaking into a business 
wherein bumps against financial] shoals seem 
unavoidable, but the reverse is the case. 
Misery, it is said, loves company, so fight 
fans need not be surprised to learn that two 
more fighting clubs, more pretentious than 
any in ‘existence at present, have been or- 


ganized. The first to unfurl its banner isthe | 


Waverley, with a large arena in West Mad- 
ison street. This organization will runs its 
entertainments on a higher scale than those 
battling for patronage at present. 


To “Hunch” Prices. 


Its intentions are to stage the best attrac- 
tions in the market, regardless of expense, 
and the managers think that with this pro- 
gram lovers of the sport will not object toa 
“hunch” in the price of admission. To 
make its shows first class in all respects 
manager and matchmaker Charles Felt has 
set the low notch admission at $2 and the 
high, for exceptionally high class shows, 
at $10. The organization has strong finan- 
cial. backing, -and to secure first class talent 
it has delegated Felt to go east and match 
the best fighters in that part of the country. 
The club hopes to be open for business ear 
in April. 

The other club will be a downtown or- 
ganization, a sort of First ward affair, and, 
like the Waverly, will be strictly first class. 
Those directly interested have been working 
quietly and will not divulge its arena until 
they have matters pertaining to the proper 
running of it in apple pie order. With two 
large clubs in the field the small fry organ- 
izations, as they will then be termed, will. 
in the vernacular of the street, “ be up ag’in 

This will undoubtedly cause trouble, but 
as the néw comers will have strong political 
backing it will be well for the lesser lights to 
tend to their knitting and leave well enough 
alone. 


Ring Officials Honest. 


That the path of a fignt referee is not strewn 
with roses has been exemplified times with- 
out number and more so.within the last few 
weeks than ever before. Ring officials asa 
rule are honest and decide contests as they 
see them and not from a spectator's view- 
point. They are closer to the contestants. 
are therefore in a position to watch their 
every move, keep mental tab on their work, 
and at the end of each round sum up which 
man had the better of the session. 

They know which of the pair is infringing 
the rules by holding, unfair work in the 
clinches, such as elbowing, roughing, heel- 
ing, and numerous other infractions of fair 
play rules which are overlooked by the spec- 
tators, or if noticed are forgotten before the 


i round is over, all of which, however, are 


charged against the transgressor in the gen- 
eral summing up of the contest. There have 
been fights, notably those between Louie 
Long and Aurelia Herrera at Anaconda, and 
Ole Oleson and Jack Fox, at Whiting, Ind., 
wherein the referees either became rattled, 
were dishonest, or were incapable. 

In the first named fight, according to press 
accounts, there were a number of outsiders 
in the ring when the winning blow was de- 


livered. 
Referee Has to Run. 


In the Oleson-Fox battle the latter fouled 
continuously, was awarded the fight, and 
the referee, a local saloonkeeper, was fortu- 
nate -to escape with his life. Locally the de- 
cisions of Referees Tyrrell and McInerney in 
the Mellody-Ryan and Kelly-Sullivan con- 
tests caused considerable dissatisfaction. 
Ryan and Kelly were adjudged winners of 
their respective bouts, but the majority of 
the spectators did not approve of the decis- 
ions, claiming draws would have fitted the 
verdicts more snugly. Tyrrell, in explaining 
his decision im favor of Ryan. said Mellody 
did not land as often as it appeared to the 
crowd; that ‘the easterner’s work in the 
clinches was coarse, and that Ryan had him 
om the verge of collapse several times. He 
figured it a good draw at the end of the fifth 
round, and that Ryan showed by far the bet- 


terin the final session. | 
McInerney, whose decision gave Kelly the 
long end of the purse, backs up his verdict 
by saying that Kelly’s blows, delivered prin- 
tipally at the body, were overlooked by those 
on the outside of the ring; that Sullivan's 
work in the clinches was rough, arid that 
he did the greater part of the holding.

How 
times have changed. When Sullivan, Cor- 
bett, and Fitzsimmons held the post of honor 
in the heavyweight division they were kept 
busy dodging aspiring champions, and here 
is poor Jeff seeking men to test his fighting 
abilities and making a dismal failure of it. 
Fight clubs do not hanker for matches that 
bring no financial returns, and from the 
present outlook there is not a man in sight 
to fight the champion that will keep the 
treasurer of any club busy until the wee 
hours in. the morning counting up.the re- 
ceipts. Jeffries has signified his willingness 
‘to fight the winner of the Munroe-Sharkey 
contest, but a battle with either of them 
would be a lopsided affair. The fight public 
demands contests between men that will give 
it a run for its money. It does not care to 
See a contest wherein one of the contestants 
is ked for slaughter, as that eliminates 
the fairness of the sport. ; 
Jeffries has demonstrated his superiority 
over all the heavyweights. He was given 
a stiff argument by Sharkey, but the Sharkey 
of today is not the Sharkey of 1899. Fitz- 
simmons made it interesting for him in their 
last contest, but he is out of the running.

Matches as those named degrade the sport 
and make it one of unnecessary brutality in- 
steady of manly and scientific. 

Pugilism in Boston, after being down and 
out for several weeks, came up smiling and 
looking for more early in the week, only 
to be again toppled over for the count and 
for good,.it is reported. After the authori- 
ties failed to convict Joe Choynski and 
Kid Carter for fighting by “ previous agree-

Detroit is liable to move up in the place 
vacated by Boston, if reports from that town 
can be relied upon.

| Veteran’s Antics Delight C. A. A. Pa-| 
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MUNROE BES IN BATTLE. 


OUTFIGHTS TOM SHARKEY IN CON- 
TEST AT PHILADELPHIA. 


Butte Miner Shows Himself the Next 
Logical Oppenent of Jeffries by Ad- 
ministering a Beating to the Sailor— 
Has Marked Advantage in Every 
Round Except First, When He Is 
Dropped by Swing to the Bar—Loser 
Is Out of the Running. 


‘Philadelphia, Pa., Feb. 27.—[Special.)— 
Jack Munroe, the miner pugilist, will be the 
next opponent of James J. Jeffries, holder of 
the championship of the world. That is the 
logical outcome of the meeting between Tom 
Sharkey and the miner at the Second Reg!i- 
ment armory here tonight. 

In only one round, the first of the six 
fought, did Sharkey have the advantage. In, 
that round he gave a suggestion of the 
Sharkey who stopped Ruhilin in almost rec- 
ord time. Within forty-five seconds of the 
close of the round he dropped Munroe with 
a swinging right hander just below the ear. 
Had that punch landed on the point of the 
jaw the bout would have ended there and 
then, but it was bad enough ae it was—at 
least so far as Munroe was concerned. - He 
took all that was coming to him in the mat- 
ter of time, although he was not perceptibly 
wabbly when he regained his feet. 


Sharkey Swings Wildly; Loses Chance. 

It was right here that Sha: key showed that 
his eye for distance was bad. Instead of 
permitting Munroe to get into position, Shar- 
key rushed him almost as soon. as he was up. 
They were merely biind swings, one going 
over Munroe’s head and the other around his 
body. 

When the bell sounded Munroe had recov- 
ered from the effects of the punch, and when 
he went to his corner he was in just as good 
condition as the sailor. 

Beginning with the second round the battle 
was Munroe’s. There were stages of the 
timing when Sharkey had the better of it, but 
if a balance had been struck at the end of 
each round it would have been in favor of 
Munroe. He invariably went to his corner in 
better shape, and appeared to be willing to 
meet Sharkey at any old style of game. 


Miner’s Cleverness a Surprise. 


Those who saw him box Peter Maher were 

inclined to the belief that he would be easy 
for Sharkey, no matter how far back the 
latter had gone. But tonight he appeared 
to be a different Munroe from the one who 
stopped the Irishman in four rounds. He 
has acquired some boxing skill under the 
tutelage of “ Kid’’ McCoy that was made 
manifest in his straight punching and the 
cleverness he showed—outside of the first 
round—in protecting his jaw from Sharkey’s 
well meant swings. 
' So far as Sharkey is concerned, he is all In 
as a fighter. He is game and as pugnacious 
as ever, but he can no longer stand the 
“gafft’’ nor go the pace. His body is his 
sensitive point. In the mixups he winced 
under punches that did not appear to have 
much steam; then showed a disposition to 
hug at the slightest opportunity. 

After the second round he appeared to 
realize that the tide of battle was going 
against him, and, growing desperate, made 
several attempts to win out with a punch, 
but Munroe, profiting by his experience in 
the first round, was not there to receive it. 
The punches were appalling in their speed. 
Sharkey appeared to throw all his force into 
them, but they were invariably followed 
by a physical relapse. . 

In the sixth round Sharkey was plainly 
tired, and in the last two minutes of the go 
it is doubtful if he could have dropped Mun- 
roe under any circumstances. 

Tonight’s bout proved that Sharkey as 
a heavyweight pugtilist has passed away, but 
it did not demonstrate that Munroe pos- 
sesses the stuff of which champions are 


made. 
Jeffries Talks of the Fight. 

Champion Jim Jeffries said after the battle 
that in his opinion Munroe had the better of 
the fight. ‘‘Munroe put up a clever fight 
and really surprised me by his work,” said 
Jeff. ‘‘ Munroe did all the fighting after the 
first round, and had a decision been rendered 
he would have received it.”

Modern Sovereign’s Place in 
War Is at Capital, Not 
on Firing Line. 


» KAISER MUST LEAD ARMY. 


German Emperor Only Ruler 
Whose Presence in Field 
Is Necessary. 


ae 

{BY EX-ATTACHE.} ~ 
No undue credence should be accorded to 
, the cable dispatches from Europe which rep- 
resent the czar as determined to proceed to 
the far orient at the end of next month for 
the purpose of assuming personal command 
of the Russian forces in China and eastern 
Siberia. For as long as there remains the 
slightest probability of anything occurring 
to disturb the peace of Europe his presence 
‘gt St. Petersburg is not merely of extreme 
importance but even indispensable. The 
situation in the Balkans is most critical, with 
the Macedonian insurgents about to resume 
their operations against the Ottoman authori- 
ties, and the sultan bent upon taking ad- 
vantage of the Russian war with Japan te 
march his army into Bulgaria, which, as a 
tributary state and as such forming part of 
his empire, is regarded by him as primarily 
responsible for all the troubles during the 
last few years in Macedonia. At any moment 
disturbances may break otit in Servia or Al- 
bania, necessitating foreign intervention, 
while elsewhere we find nearly every power of 
Europe, and the United States as well, gird- 
ing its loins, so to speak, with a view to the 
possibility of its being in some way or another 
drawn into the conflict which has broken out 
in the orient, and which threatens to bring in 
ite train other wars nearer home. It may at 
any moment become necessary for the czar 
to decide instantly some question of' such 
vital importance that not only the future of 
his empire but the peace of Europe depends 
thereon. In order to be able to do this with 
a proper knowledge of the exigencies of the 
situation he must be at the seat of his gov- 

enment—namely: at St. Petersburg. 


Nicholas a Soldier. 


Yet it is only natural that the emperor 
should wish to take the field, and that many, 


especially among his own subjects, should ex- | 


pect him to follow the example of his grand- 
father, Alexander II., who, when the Russian 
army sustained reverses during the earlier 
portion of the last war with Turkey, assumed 
personal commahd of the army in the Bal- 
kans. Although Nicholas is responsible for 
the peace congress and for the creation of the 
international tribunal of The Hague, yet it 
‘must not be forgotten that he has been 
brought up from his earliest boyhood as a 
soldier, that his interest in the army is much 
more pronounced than that of his father, 
who, big, burly giant that he was, could never 
efface from his memory the sickening sights 
that he had witnessed on the battlefields of 
1876-"77, and was keenly alive to the horrors 
of war. 

Moreover, Nicholas has, like his brother 
sovereign, Emperor William, a strong dose 
of old time chivalry in his character, which 
would lead him, were he to be influenced by 
his inclinations rather than by his sober judg- 
ment, to emulate the monarchs of old, who 
Were always to be found in the forefront of

That, indeed, was the origin and basis of the 
monarchical system—namely: leadership in 

» war. Today, however, the conditions of war- 
fare have changed to such an extent that the 
ruler who. charged in the van of his troops, 
instead of remaining in the rear to direct 
their operations, would be regarded as bereft 
of his senses. 


Kaiser Indispensable in Field. 

Indeed, his place during war in these 
modern times‘is not with the army but in 
hig capital, at the seat of his government, 
and there is but ome monarch in christen- 
dom whose presence in the fielk? would be 
indispensable in the event of his empire 
becoming involved in some European con- 
flict—namely: Kaiser Wilhelm. For the Ger- 
man army of today, admitted by experts 
to be the most perfect piece of war machin- 
ery in existence, is his own creation; he 
is identified with every one of the reforms 
that have completely transformed it from 
What it was when he ascended the throne 
in 1888, and, moreover, he alone, as German 
emperor, is entitled by the terms of the 
oonstitution of 1871 to the supreme com- 
mand of the armies of the Bavarian and 
those other sovereign states that are com- 
prised in the German empire. Indeed, the 
Bavarian troops only take the oath of obedi- 
ence and fidelity to the kaiser in timeof war. 
In the case of Austria, too, the presence 
of the monarch in the field, while not abso- 

tely indispensable, would be of advantage, 
in. view of the spirit of nationalism that now- 
adays pervades the Magyar divisions of the 
army of the dual empire, and which might 
render them reluctant to yield to any Aus- 
trian general that instant and absolute 
obedience which is‘so indispensable to the 
success of military operations in time of 
wer, but who, devoted to Francis Joseph 
as their king, could be relied upon to at once 
qxecute his personal commands. 


Francis Joseph Once Led Charge. 

Emperor Francis Joseph is today the only 
living sovereign who can boast of having led 
& cavalry charge upon the enemy. It was 
only a few months before his accession to 
the throne—namely: in May, 1848—when the 
fortunes of the day at the bloody battle of 
Santa Lucia were turned by a magnificent 
cavalry charge in which the 18 year old 
archduke, as he was then, rode at the head 
of his dragoon regiment through the squares 
of Sardinian infantry and captured the guns, 
which throughout the morning had been 
pouring shot and shell into the Austrian 
ranks. Marvelous to relate, he escaped with- 
out°-a scratch, more fortunate in this re- 
Spect than the late King Humbert, who at 
the battle of Custozza In 1866, which result- 
ed so disastrously for the Italians, en- 
Geavored in vain to stem the tide of defeat, 
throwing himself repeatedly into the thick 
of the mélée. Bleeding from a severe sabre 
cut, he was at length literally swept off the 
battle field by his father’s officers and his 
Own friends, who fully realized the irrep- 
Srable injury that would be sustained by 
Italy in the event of the popular heir to the 
throne being either killed or captured. 

Francis Joseph was again in the field, this 
time not as archduke, but as emperor, in the 
War of 1859 against the united forces of 
Maly and France. But in the wars of 1864 
and 1866 he yielded reluctantly to the so- 
Heitations of his ministers and remained at 
Vienna, a fact which seriously affected the 
fortunes of the day in the latter of the two 
campaigns in question, the failure on the 
part of Field Marshal von Benedek, the Aus- 
rian generalissimo in the field, to secure 
from the divisional commanders that obedi- 
ence which would have been accorded to the

While in England no king has taken to the 
field since’ King George Il, won the battle 
of Dettingen, most of the sovereigns living 
twenty-five and thirty years ago had per- 
sonal experience of the horrors of war. The 

participa the campaigns of 1848 
against Austria, in 1855 against Russia in the 
Crimea, in 1859 against Austria, in 1862 
against Naples, and in 1866 against Austria 
Old Emperor William of Germany 
had received his baptism of fire in the way 
of liberation against the first Napoleon, and 
riding into Paris at the head of the vic- 
torious allies in 1815, lived’ to enter it once 
again in triumph as a victor in 1871, after 
having previously exercised suptemeée com- 
mand in the field in the war of 1866 against 
Austria, and received the surrender at Be- 
dan of Napoleon III. 

The latter, although a profound student of 
the theoretical science of strategy, lacked the 
decision and the practical military experience 
that were needed to turn it to good unt, 
In 1859 he interfered with his generals and 
with his ajly, Victor Emmanuel, to such an 
extent as to almost court disaster, while 
there is no doubt that in 1870 his feeble en- 
deavor to. play the r6le of his celebrated 


uncle the first emperor, contributed to the 


at Paris to stem the flood of revolt which 
overwhelmed his throne on Sept. 4, 1871, in- 
stead-*of identifying himself with one of the 
most humiliating surrenders in history, his 
dynasty might still be exercising sovereign 
sway over France. 


Kings Rarely Made Prisoners. 


The spectacle of Emperor Napoleon giv! 
up his sword tothe king of 
sent off into captivity as a prisoner of war 
at Wilhelmshohe is unique in modern his- 
tory, for Emperor Maximilian was the victim 
of a betrayal in Mexico, while the old blind 
duke of Hanover, who remained at the head 
of his troops in the battle of Lahgenzalza, 
was allowed to capitulate with all the honors 
of war, to retain his sword and to leave 
without hindrance for Vienna. But the fate 
which overtook the last emperor of the 
French is one to which any ruler exposes 
himself who takes the field in war time, 
though it is astonishing how relatively few 
are the personal misadventures of royalty 
in war time. 

Since the death of the reigning duke of 
Brunswick at the battle of Quatrebras there 
is no instance of a monarch being killed in 
war. None even has been wounded as a 
crowned head since Napoleon I. sustained a 
slight flesh wound, while the imperial and 
royal princes who have sustained injuries 
are few and far between. Indeed, with the 
exception of the prince imperial of France, 
who was killed by the Zulus in south Africa 
while fighting under the English flag, and of 
a Muscovite grandduke, cousin of the czar. 
during the war of 1877 between Russia and 
Turkey, I cannot recall any other scion of 
royalty who has met with his death in battle 
since the Napoleonic wars at the beginning 
of the last century. Moreover, it is rare that 
any of them sustain any wounds. This must 
not be regarded as any reflection on their 
bravery. They are as a rule just as plucky 
as other men and quite as anxious to show 
nrg courage and to perform acts of gallan- 

ry. 


But while with this laudable object in view 
they naturally do their best to get into danger 
whenever the chance presents itself, the gen- 
eral in command and his subordinates are 
equally as determined to keep them out of 
harm’s way, realizing that while the sover- 
eign, who, as the ‘‘ fountain of honor,” is the 


dispenser of all promotions and distinctions, 
may possibly pardon the loss of an engage- 
ment, no such indulgence will be accorded 
in the case of the loss of a near and dear 
relative, while in the event of the latter be- 
ing in the line of succession and dynastic 
difficulties result from his death, the grudge 
in the mind of the sovereign against the un- 
fortunate general will be shared by the peo- 
ple. That is why commanders do not relish 
royalty in the field.

Ottawa, Canada, Feb. 25.—[Special Corre- 
spondence, ]—Precautionary measures for 
| Placing Canada in a posture of defense in 
view of the situation in the far east are not 
so backward as might be supposed from 
the absence of visible preparations. The 
government must be given credit for having 
accomplished a great deal towards prepar- 
ing for the worst without making an un- 
necessary stir and alarming the country. . 

It is safe to say now that little hag been 
left undone that could be done to facilitate 
the prompt mobilization and equipment of 
troops to take the field for the defense of 
Canada should such a step become neces- 
sary. The department for which Sir Fred- 
erick Borden is responsible as minister of 
militia and defense is today in a position 
to issue at a few hours’ notice a call for 
as many men as might be required at once 
for the coast stations, to arm, equip, and 
provision them for a campaign, and send 
detachments to any point desired within the 
limits of Canada. 


Reserves All on List. 7 

There is not a military district in the do- 
minion in which the names and addresses of 
people who are able to provide horses, trans- 
port, and supplies for troops are not avail- 
able. Reserves of clothing, ammunition, ac- 
coutrements, and arms have been accumu- 
lated sufficient for any force that could by 


to be required for immediate purposes. What 
might come afterwards is another thing. 

Canada has never thought it necessary to 
maintain a large military establishment, and 
has rarely provided. for more than 30,000 to 
35,000 men of all arms in one year, of whom 
an average of bately 25,000 men usually re- 
spond to the roll ¢all at the annual camps 
and drills. But the authorities have power 
to raise practically the entire able bodied 
population in case of necessity, and there is 
a large percentage of trained, disciplined 
men who have passed through the ranks in 
former years and would rally to the flag by 
thousands in case of danger. 

The air is full of warlike rumors. Lord 
Dundonald, says one report, desires to be 
in a position to place 100,000 men in the fleld. 
Another report is to the effect that British 
regiments are to be stationed at the leading 
cities along the Intercolonial and the Cana- 
dian Pacific railway, Halifax, St. John, Que- 
bec, Montreal, and Toronto, and at Esqui- 
malt in readiness to be embarked for the 
east should events suddenly arise demanding 
the immediate strengthening of the British 
forces in Asia. . 

Still another has it’ that fourteen British 
infantry regiments and sixty batteries of 
artillery, 16,000 men in all, are coming to 
St. John, N. B., to proceed. thence by the 
Canadian Pacific railway to Esquimalt. 
Yet another is that all the fortifications at 
Halifax are being fully manned and the gar- 
rison brought up to war strength.

Paper Pulp a Vast Problem. © 
Mr. E. B. Eddy, the pulp and paper manu- 
facturer of Hull, wants an export duty on 
pulpwood. In a recent interview he said 
about $1,000,000 worth of puipwood is taken 
over annually to the United States and there

Some Facts as to Supply. 
Apropos of the fight the American News- 
paper Publishers’ association has started 
with the paper combines and thecal! on Pres- 
ident Roosevelt to begin suit to test the legal- 
ity of the existence of the combines, some of- 
ficial figures received here of the pulpwood 
areas of Canada will be noted with interest. 
Mr. Seitz of New York, in the discussion on 
the resolution to be forwarded to the pres- 
ident by the newspaper association, called 
attention, it will be remembered, to the fact 
that 50 per cent of the pulpwood used in 
the manufacture of paper in the United 
States was drawn from Canada. With the 
present tariff out of the way he said capital 
could safely be invested in Canada and give 
the newspapers of the United States the 
paper they required at living prices. The 
quantity of pulpwood in Ontario alone be- 
longing to the province alone and not yet 
disposed of is given in the official estimate 
above referred to as equal to 300,000,000 
cords, the total forest reserve held by the 
province alone, including all descriptions of 
‘timber, comprising 9,000 square miles. 
Bstimates submitted to the Canadian For- 
estry association of the whole of the spruce 
forests of the country indicate that it would 
take the pulp industry 840 years to exhaust 
the forests at the magnified rate of 1,500,000 
tons of pulpa year. For each province sep- 
arately the period of exhaustion at the pres- 
ent rate would be as follows: Ontario, 860 
ears; Quebec, 1,103 years; New Brunswick, 
years; and Nova Scotia, 3,255 years. ~

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Mural Decoration in Chicago. 
N investment of $50,000 in the mural 
decoration of a Chicago hotel restau- 
rant is of sufficient importance for 
notice. Not merely because it is a. 
distinct acknowledgment that a seri- 
ous effort ‘to interest the public in art is a 
commercial advantage even in the more 
commonplace art of catering, but because 
it is a prophecy of something finer and better. 
Although Chicago yet lacks achievements 
as marked as the mural painting in the Wal- 
doff-Astoria and the New Amsterdam thea- 
ter of New York, yet in art applied to res- 
taurants it is in advance of any other city in 
this country. “They give us nothing but 
marble and mirrors yet,’”’ admitted a New 
York citizen on seeing what had been done 
in Chicago. | 
In the latest of these there is a reminiscence 
of the “‘ Heavenly Ladder” of Nuremburg, 
which is probably still supplying with re- 
freshment the citizens of that old city as 
it has done for so many years. In a lunette 
over its door is a substantial burger sound 
asleep, with his head pillowed on an un- 
comfortable chunk of granite, while on a 
ladder with no visible means of support 
angels like firemen are passing up and down. 
In the Chicago inn newcomers from the 
fatherland are exposed to an attack of home- 
sickness over its scenic suggestions of 
Munich, the Rhine towns, Berlin and Vienna. 
There are elaborate wood carving, modeled 
illustrations of German songs and myths, a 


great deal of pyrography, dealing with the 


same subjects, stained glass of beautiful 
colors and designs, and many wall paint- 
ings of the brightest and most cheerful sort. 
The pyrographic panels by Vanderleeden de- 
pict scenes from ‘“ Faust,” the meeting in 
the garden, the jewel scene, the spinning 
wheel, the “‘ loves me, loves me not,” with 
the flower, etc. There are modeled repre- 
sentations of German stories, the “ Fox and 
the Goose,’ and many national traditions. 
There are squirrels and owls and deer heads; 
panels of wood-carved scenes from “ The 
Merry Wives of Windsor,” a Katzenjammer 
panel, and other specimens of German jol- 
lity and humor, executed with spirit and skill 
by Max Mauch. Here and there the specta- 
tor encounters the escutcheons of German 
cities done in color on glass. Again ne faces 
the gable of an old gvorid cottage with its 
flowers in the window or the tiluminated 
green stained windows on each side of the 
portal of an antique mansion. A buxom 
woman leans out of a window to listen to 
her neighbor next door playing on the violin. 
From one panel in the frieze looks out a jolly 
burgomaster and near by is his attractive 
wife. These are by Edgar Cameron, as are 
aiso the large landscape panels of the Rhine 
castles and the ancient German hunting 
scene from start to finish. 

In one alluring corner is the entrance to 
the old monastery, modeled in relief. The 
watchman, with dog and lantern, at one side 
of the door looks as if he were just throu 
calling— 

Twelve has struck on the nightly bell, 
Twelve o'clock and ail is weil. 

The chandeliers by Willy Lau are in ex- 
cellent imitation of their ancient models— 
one, especially, the Hildesheim, Prussia, 
eathedral pattern. All the details are fas- 
cinatingly true to the German spirit and 
executed with the Teutonic patience and 
carefulness, lifting them from the plane of 
trifling crudeness to artistic work dome by 
conscientious artists. The Germans have 
been the first in this country to apply art 
to places of this sort. But there is room for 
American subjects and the American spirit. 
The colonial and revolationary New 
England, New York, Virginia, and South 
Carolina; the pioneer days of the west during 
Lincoln's boyhood, the humor of Mother 
Goose, Benjamin Franklin, perhaps even the 
New England primer, offer a field as yet 


untouched. But neither proprietor nor artist 
has yet thought it worth exploitation. The 
German alone has dared and done. 
Competitive Art. 
OMPETITION in art is as wholesome 
” as in other things. And this week there 
is to’ be an example of it on exhibition 
at the Art institute. For the first time 
since it was organized the International So- 
ciety of Sculptors, Painters, and Gravers of 
London has exhibited in this country. It 
has been or will be seen im Boston, Philadel- 
phia, Pittsburg, St. Louis, Buffalo, and Cin- 
cinnati. It was established in protest against 
the vested rights, mo poly, and arrogance 
of the Royal academy. Whistler was its 


‘founder and first president, succeeded recent- 


by Rodin. It is composed of various na- 
tionalities, but its chief membership is Eng- 
lish and Scotch. In the exhibition in this 
country there is comparatively little sculpt- 
ure. The cost and risk of transportation, to- 
gether with the custom house duties, restrict- 
ed it. Rodin exhibits two, however, one of 
which is his ** Dante and Virgil.’ Theartists 
are of the most modern. Almost all were 
born in the latter part of the last century. 
Among them are Von Bartels of Munich, 
Boldini, represented by his portrait of 
Whistler; A. K. Brown of Glasgow, ie gi 
Cameron and James W. Hamilton of Edin- 
burg, and B. Macaulay Stevenson, an Eng- 
lish artist Among those most popularly 
known may be mentioned Mesdag, who has 
two pictures; Joseph Pennell, with two; and 
William M. Chase's portrait of his daughter, 
who is characteristicaHy named not Dorothy 
or Theodosia, as an ordinary father would 
have called her, but Dieudonné, a French 
translation of the old fashioned name. It is 
certain to attract attention. 

All the exhibiters are men whose worth is. 
recognized by the highest art authorities. 
The pictures are not all masterpieces by any 
manner of means, but include those most 
noteworthy for nfodern thought and treat- 
ment. The English collection, especially, is 
deemed the most important seen in this coun- 
try since the World's Fair in Chicago. The

Art Notes. 

HE Proctor prize of $200, the most re- 
cent offered to exhibiters at the New 
York Academy of Design, has just

Now only $17,000 is expended per 
year for domestic soience, while ten times as 
much money is worse than squandered in 
teaching German, which is purely a matter 
of sentimemt and of practically no value as 
taught. 

Domestic acience is handled in two divis- 
jona, embraced under the general titles of 
“sewing and cooking.”’ The work. how- 
ever, is broader than the names indicate. 
What does sewing contemplate? It means 
the establishment of a closer relationship 
between the home and the school. It carries 
home work into the schools, and schoo) work 
finto the homes. It reaches and interests the 
parente as no abstract instruction ever can. 


In the sewing classes not only do the fingers 

dextrous and the hand and the eye 
become trained by practice to excel in the 
art, but the dignity of labor is emphasized. 
It promotes industry, accuracy, economy, 
patience, judgment, neatness, will power, 
self-control, originality, and self-reliance. 
It awakens interest in the home life and home 
duties; the girls remain more in the home and 
less upon the street. It ig a great safeguard 
during the years when it is most needed. In 
the classes the girls are given instruction in 


fibers and fabrics, as to the value and suita- 


bility of the various goods for different uses; 
they are taught what to buy for specific pur- 
poses. Especial emphasis is laid upon mak- 
ing the best possible use ‘®f money. The 
actual work done under the direction of the 
teacher comtemplates correct position for 
work, learning various stitches, such as bast- 
ing, running, back stitch, overcasting, hem- 
btitehing, ete. As soon as the pupil has 


' gained some skill in manipulating the needle 


she is taught to sew, darn, mend, and patch, 
and this work mut all be neatly done. 
Fancy workpand crocheting are prohibited. 
After one y@ar’s instruction the pupils bring 
their own’ material and they are taught to 
pian, cut, fit, and make ve garments.

sewing lessons; they uniformly spruce up, 
as neatness is insisted upon, they come with 
clean hands and finger nails; the hole in the 
stocking is darned—not always neatly, but 
the best possible; the rent in the skirt is 
mended.

is improved, a higher self-respect is evi-— 


denced. 
Among many interesting instances, let me 


. Mention that of an 11 year old girl, who, be- 


ing motherless, made her home with her 
grandmother. The latter was quite old and 
her sight was so imperfect that she found it 
difficult at first, and later impossible, to do 
the darning and mending for the household. 
The result was that the child came to school 
in rags. 
that the teachers used toturntoand help her 
mend her clothes. When the sewing olass 
was formed this little girl entered and took 
up the work with great enthusiasm. In a 
few months she undertook the neglected 
home duties, and was successful from the 
Start; she was so encouraged that nearly 
every week she brought to the class samples 
of her work. The child not only mended her 
clothes, but washed them and came to school 
with clothes clean and mended. Life took 
on @ new meaning for her from that time, 
and she today is a promising girl of 14. Scores 
of equally interesting cases might be named. 
The instructions given enable the girls to 
appear better and dress better for less money 
than before. They are able to create little 
articles that appeal to their sense of beauty; 
it makes them stronger and better girls.

Minneapolis stocks of wheat decreased 316, .- 
bu for the week, while those at Duluth 
creased 115,000 bu, a. net gain of 200,000 bu. 


A London cable said: ‘“ Values of wheat 
have declined sharply; demand has fallen 
off; no buyers in market; holders pressing to 
sell.”’ 

Exporters quoted bids for wheat at the 
gulf several cents out of line, andthe foreign 
demand for wheat for export seemed to have 
dropped off entirely for the time being.° 


“The wheat market has changed the last 
day or two in one important particular,” 
said HB. C. Ward. “ You can’t shut your 
eyes now and buy it at any price and aire a 
profit right off.” 

Australian shipments of wheat showed a 
moderate increase for the week, 1,304,000 bu, 
compared with 1,184,000 bu the previous week 
and none at all last year. Argentine and 
Australian shipments together for the week 
were in excess of 5,000,000 bu, a comfortable 
total, which probably contributed a good 
deal to the easier tone of foreign markets. 


“The domestic flour trade was pretty good 
for a few days,”’ said B. A. Eckhart, “ until 
wheat started breaking yesterday, since 
when the demand. has fallen off. There has 
been no export business, working whatever, 
and foreign bids are 68@70c a br! out of line.” 
The flour bids are equal to 15c a bu out of 
line on wheat on this basis. 

Canadian mills are said tohave all the May 
wheat at Winnipeg bought, and considerabl* 
lines for June and July delivery, and as they 
presumably want the wheat, the firmness of 
prices at Winnipeg is not to be wondered at. 
There wae an ‘advance of 50c a barrel in price 
of Canadian flour last week. Bread is selling 
at high prices over the border, llc a loaf at 


Toronto. 

A Kansas: City message to Harris-Gates 
said: “One hundred and forty-three cars 
of wheat received here today. It is remark- 
able how the receipts keep up. They will 
increase largely if wheat should decline 5c 
or 10c per bu.”” Some good authorities in the 
northwest are looking for larger receipts, 
Ames-Brooks advising Daggett that with 
the advent of warmer weather they look for 
a considerable increase in movement. The 
leading long interests at Minneapolis are 
apparently as reconciled to a decline in wheat 
prices as some of the big interests in this 
market, millers there reporting that flour 
sales continue light. The Minneapolis mar- 
ket was relatively easy all through the ses- 
sion and closed %c lower for all deliveries. 

Some of the talent in the provision pit are 
inclined to doubt the recent assertions that 
Armour has control of the ribs. Much of 
the buying attributed by some to the pack- 
er others believe has been for Sully or other 
southern speculators. Armour is credited 
with buying a big line of July ribs, but itis 
problematical how heavy were his earlier 
hedging sales of that delivery. Large buy- 
ing of ribs by Ware-Leland yesterday was 
generally thought to be for Sully. 

There were some circumstantial reports of 
big private settlements by a local May wheat 
short. They were not confirmed as to any 
individual, but there is authority for the 
statement that all of the big May shorts have 
settled, etther in the pit or out of it. May 


ily the last few days, an entire change from 
recent conditions, that it has been apparent 
the May deal must be largely cleaned up. 
There are Goubtless small shorts still out- 
standing, and there are also tailing longs, 
with profits to be made or saved. The May 
speculation has been a great one, and the 
market, it is presumed, will now settle down 
to a cash basis, with the tendency of prices 

upward or downward, acoording to the re- 
lation of the milling demand for choice wheat 
and the supply from the farms or from mar- 
ket centers. As the Armour buying of May 
wheat began around T6éc, and their sales have 
been as high as $1.09, the operation has cer- 
tainly been an extremely profitable one, but 
July wheat was sold as a hedge against the 
May holding as low as 80c, and the advance 
in the May has been offset to a certain extent 
by the upturn in the July.

Of course, in some 
cases there is a loss to us, but that is our 
lookout. A nice dress pattern returned often 
has to go to the remnant counter. But we 
think it onky fair, if, after taking her goous 
home, a woman finds they do not give satis- 
faction to her friends, that she shall have 
the privilege of returning them. If we treat 
her fairly in this cage we expect she will 
treat us fairly likewise, and that when she 
buys her next pair of gloves she will come 
vo rl liy the business men 
This is practica way 
generally the return goods svstem. Yet 
tue fact remains that it is largely in the 
interest of the customers, The detail work 
connected with returning goods is a large 
one and causes considerable expense and 


trouble to the’ firms. 
Return Work Complicated. . 


It takes five times as long to call for a pack- 
age as it does to deliver one. There is the 
making of the driver’s want known at the 
door, the waiting for the package to be done 
up, andthe giving of a receipt for it. 

Then there is the troublewof receipting the 
article at the store. Different houses may 
vary to some extent in their methods of man- 
aging this detail, but all require about the 
same amount of work. A customer goes to 
any stock for goods—for shoes on credit, for 
instance. A tag is there made out for return 
goods, bearing a call number, say No. 4,625, 
and on the back a credit number. A record of 
this is entered on the driver's sheet. The 
‘driver goes to the customer's House and pre- 
ce of the tag bearing the num- 
ber, 4,625. He attaches the stub end to the 
package, which he delivers to the return 
The return goods man has stubs 
of return tags in each district of the city filed 
away in separate pigeonholes. He at once 
finds the stub bearing the number of the re- 
turned article, and then sends the package, 
with the tag still attached to it; on to the 
credit slip writer, and from there the article 
is sent to stock, is signed by one authorized 
to do so, after which it goes to the counting 
room, and is placed on the account. 


Purchaser May Expedite Work. 


ters are simplified much if the custom- 
Reig nat in person articles to the store. 
Some business men say, of course, they do 
not expect this; but in cases where it is pos- 
‘sible to do this it is an act of courtesy much 
appreciated by the different houses: 

Considering, too, the large amount of de- 
tail work connected with returning goods, it 
facilitates matters for customers who return 
their own goods to bring their return checks 
with them. It causes less trouble to them- 
selves and less expense to the house. 

The: public, as a whole, is an intelligent 
one and considerate about littlé matters con- 
nected with returning goods. Still accidents 
occasionally occur. Some, time ago a fine 
dress pattern worth $18 was returned to one 
of the large stores in the city, wet through. 
The firm spent two days fin looking up the 
matter tn their own management, thinking, 
of course, it must have occurred there. Fail- 
ing to place it upon any one, they finally sent 
to the house from which it- had been re- 
turned. The maid confessed she had met 
with an accident with it just before return-, 
ing it. The goods were a total loss, but the 
firm met the customer half way. 


Reasonable Time Allowance Made. — 


Goods, in order to be taken back, are ex- 
pected to be ‘returned within a reasonable 
time after the purchase, and, as a rule, cus- 
tomers are careful in observing this prac- 
tice. Still, there are exceptions. A rare 
one occurred in one of the large stores some 
time ago. A woman brought-in an ante- 
diluvian looking Japanese smoking jacket, 
which she asked to return. Clerks stared 
and grinned at it. They had never seen 
such a garment in the house before. It was 
referred to the management, and still no one 
could remember having seen such an arti- 
cle in stock. Finally the woman was re- 
quested to produce her return check, which 

she did. It was dim with age, and placed 
under a giass, showed the garment had been 
purchased eighteen years ago. Her brother, 
who had owned it, had recently died, and In 
straightening out his.affairs, she had found 
they could make no possible use of this 
garment. 

One prevalent difficulty might be obviated 
in connection with returning credit goods if 
customers would obey the regulations not 
to return on the last day ofthe month. Bills 
are usually made out about the 28th or 
29th of each month, ready to be sent out 
promptly on the last day. If goods are re- 
turned during those two days, obviously 
customers are not credited on their bills 
with such articles. Then often in settle- 
ment there arises some complication. Cus- 
tomers do not expect to pay for articles 
Which they have returned. Of course, the 
credit will go on next month's bill, but in 
some cases they are not satisfied with that 
arrangement, and it puts the house to con- 
siderabe trouble to straighten out the mat- 
ter then, and it also causes annoyance to 
the customer. 

On the whole, however, the aia runs 


along smoothly.

Former Street Car Conductor Gradually Rises to Position 
of Manila’s Industrial Ruler, | 


OW would you like to earn $40,000 a 


year? That would be $100 a day, 

with §12 or $13 a day over for car 

fare. Forty thousand dollars a year 

is the salary Richard T. Laffin of 
Somerville, a Boston suburb, receives, and 
twenty years ago he was conductor on a 
horse car. He is now general manager of 
the Manila Electric Railway, Light and 
Power company. 

Twenty years ago Dick Laffin was a clerk 
in a furniture store at Somerville, Mass., 
getting $10 a week, but with an ambition 
to be a horse car conductor at $2 a day. 


Foresees Chance of Promotion. 


‘* Now, on a horse car,” said Dick, “ there’s 
a chance to rise. You might work in a furni- 


ture store all your life and be nowhere and 


nobody tn the end.”’ 

And so over Bunker hill in a bobtailed 
horse car, two years before he had attained 
his majority, he started upon his railway 
career. The Prilippines were then an almost 
unheard of “ foreign part.’’ No one dreamed 
of American possession of the far off islands 
of the sea, and it never entered the young 
conductor's head that his trail would lead 
him almost to the country of the laundrymas 
who washed his linen. 

While he was conductor some of the men 
used to chaff him because he spent so much 
of his time and rests in the barns studying 
the different lines of the road—the old Mid- 
diesex line it was then—and making himself 
familiar with all the routes. 


First Advanced to Starter. 


But he laughed last, for in 1883, when they 
wanted a new starter at Franklin street, 
Somerville, it was found in the casual exam- 
ination to which the men were subjected 
that Mr. Laffin was highly familiar with the 
different lines. So he was given the position. 

Only a year did young Laffin start cars at 
Franklin street. 

A: foreman was wanted at the Sullivan 
square car stables, and Laffin, although far 
younger than some of the men to be under 
him, was again promoted, and went back to 
the rooms in which he used to study car 
lines despite the laughter of his fellows. 


From Inspector to Superintendent. 


Laffin’s next step was into the shoes of 
an inspector, which soon led him in the 
natural way of promotion to the position of 
division superintendent of the Charleston 
division. During all these promotions he 
had studied the traction problem from a 
practical standpoint. He knew all about it 
from fishplates to balance sheets. In 1808 
he knew so much about the street railway 
business that he was made general superin- 
tendent of the Charleston division. 

His receipts for his first year as genera) 
superintendent were $1,500,000, which was 
at that time a remarkable financial record 
for a street railway division. 

He had more than 1,000 men under him, 
and during all his years in that capacity he 
maintained a strict discipline, and at the 
Same time won the heart of every true em- 


ployé of the road. 


Brings Success Out of Tangie. 

In 1901 Leffin wes so valuable a man to the 
company that he was made superintendent 
of the Worcester division. Here is where 
he made his first step toward a big salary. 
All the suburban lines were in the merger 
process. The directors were at loggerheads. 
There were quarrels with city officials and 
conflicting interests everywhere. It was just 
a big, hopeless snar). 

Then Laffin came. He stepped into of- 
fice and straightened out a big tangle. 
He took smal! road after small road, han- 
died the men and tracks and equipment 
and everything else and brought them to- 
géther in the present big system. He gath- 


ered into one field the local, suburban, and 
interurban trolley lines, and from their bad 
condition of poverty they have been brought 
to a state of efficiencylall round. Now every 
line and division of the Consolidated is work- 
ing as smoothly. as could be wished, and 
the $6,000,000 corporation hasone of the best 
trolley systems in the world. 

During the few years of Laffin’s manage- 
ment there have been built many 
extension, there have been much construction 
work and many important repairs. New roil- 
ing stock and equipments and a thousand 
and one things of which the general public 
Knows comparatively nothing have beep 
bought, built, and handled under the direc- 
tion of Mr. Laffin. 


Chosen to Manage Manila Company. 

And then, just as everything seemed to be 
settling down into a position of ease for 
Laffin, came the offer last May for him to 
go to the Philippines. It came from the 
Manila Blectric Railway, Light and Power 
company. For the months since then Laffin 
has been studying, as w he could ata 
distance, just what i ne to some 
of the problems he must help to solve in the 
far away island. 

The company to which Mr. Laffin has gone 
in Manila is capitalized at an unusually 
high figure by men of New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, and Michigan. 

It has bought the only street railway in 
Manila, an old horse line. It also owns a 
steam railroad there, and has enough con- 
tracts on hand to keep an army of men busy 
for dozens of years. 

The company will build immediately im- 
mense electric light stations in Manila and 
light the city. It owns a steam road which 
will be converted into a modern electric 
road. 

It will build up and equip a large and val- 
uable water power system, and it owns and 
controls the trucking business of Manila. 


Becomes City’s Industrial Ruler. 


Of all these things Mr. Laffin is to be gen- | 


eral manager. He will have full charge of 
the construction of the roads, the electric 
lighting system, the water power plants, the 
steam .road, the trucking business, and all 
the other industries centered in the many 
franchises and other privileges owned and 
controlled by this big corporation of capi- 
talists. 

The going to Manila of the Manila Electric 
ERailway, Light and Power company is con- 
sidered by the natives to be the biggest thing 
that has happened in the industrial history 
of the islands since the May morning when 
Dewey sailed into the harbor and sank the 
ships that had been the pride of Spain. Mr. 
Laffin will rule that part of the world, as far 
as industrial things are concerned—a law 
unto himself. 

Under Mr. Laffin the natives will see West- 
inghouse motors take the place of sleepy 
burros. They will see modern electric cars 
in lieu of “ rockers.’’ They will see the 
spluttering and wood burning locomotives 
on the old railroad shunted off and a real 
trolley line built up. 

‘Will Transform Eastern Life. 

They wil see their city lighted by elec- 
tricity and will know what it is to have a 
big water system inaugurated, Trucking 
will be done in a fashion that prevails in 
the great cities of the earth, and in fact all 
cther things will happen that this consolide- 
tion of modernity can bring about. 

Rails for the proposed big systems of trol- 


Jey lines have been shipped to Manila from 


the United States, and are being distributed 
along the lines of the proposed road. All 
the motors, air brakes, and other fittings 


ef the cars will come from this country later.

FOR CLEAN SHAVE. 


Trivial Causes Have Sufficed Many 


Times to Plunge Nations 


in Bloodshed. 


OTHING is more amazing in the his- 
tory of nations than the absurdly 
trivial causes which have been suffi- 
cient to let loose the dogs of war and 

: deluge continents in blood. 

Many an American has started an incipient 
riot in his household by appearing unan- 
nounced with a clean shave after having 
worn a hirsute adornment for a number of 
years, but it is almost incredible at first 


‘plunged into an intermittent warfare lasting 
300 years from the same cause. Yet noth- 
ing more than this was the primary source 
of three,centuries of war between England 
and France. In order to please the arch- 
bishop of Rouen, Louis VII. of France con- 
sented to remove his beard, in common with 
his subjects, and present a clean shaven face 
to the world. It was a disastrous shave, for 
it led to so much friction with his wife, who 
resented her husband’s changed appear- 

ance that at last the king divorced her, to 
become a few months later the. wife of 
Henry Il. of England. From this marriage 
of Henry to the angry, discarded wife of 
Louis centuries of bloodshed may be said 
to have followed. 

Inclosed in an irgn case in the tower of 
Modena cathedral may be seen today a 
bucket which, 900. years ago, was the inno- 
cent*cause of a terrible war. Some soldiers 
of Modena, in a mood of mischief, had stolen 
the bucket from a public well in Bologna ‘ 
and refused to give itupondemand. Fights 
between the soldiers of the rival and jealous 
states ensued, and from this spark was kin- 


part of Europe and led to the lifélong im- 
“prisonment of the king of Sardinia, son of 
the German emperor. 


Broken Teapot Costs 500, 000 Lives. 
_ A war in China two centuries and a half 
ago, which involved the loss of half a million 
lives, sprang directly from a broken teapot. 
The teapot was the tre red possession 


of the emperor, and when he was traveling 
through the lawless provinces in the north- 
west of China some of his retinue, who had 
fallen behind the main body, were inter- 
cepted by a band of robbers, and among 
the. spoil the teapot was found and con- 
temptuously flung on the ground and bro- 
Ken. The matter was reported to the em- 
peror by the indignant mandarin, a punitive 
force was sent out, and a long and terrible 
war ensued. 

Lord Palmerston used to say that only 
three men had ever known the nature of the 
troubles in. Schleswig-Holstein which led to 
two great. wars—two of them had died be- 
fore war broke out, and he, the third of the 
trinity, had completely forgotten what it 
was all about. It is now well known, how- 
ever, that a slight manipulation by Bis- 


many flying at each other’s throats a gen- 
eration ago, with results too appalling to 
contemplate. 


Spilled Water Makes Allies. 


‘The war of the Spanish succession, in 
which the great duke of Marlborough played 
so conspicuous and brilliant a part, was, it 
is said, the outcome of a spilt glass of water 
ata Tuileries ball. One of the court ladies 
had expressed a wish for a glass of water 
in the hearing of the British and Spanish am- 
bassadors, who forthwith hastened to fetch it. 

On returning, each holding a tumbler, they 
found that the fair bird had flown and was 
dancing with a French statesman; and to 
ercwn their discomfiture the English diplo- 
raat cannoned against the Spaniard and upsct 
the water he was carrying—an accident which 
led to an apology and an exchange of courte- 
sies. A trivial, ridiculous incident enough, 
but it served to inflame jealousies and cement 
sympathies and thus to turn the balance in 
the direction of war. 

The seven years’ war was largely due, ac- 
cording to his own confession, to the vanity 
of Frederick the Great in wanting to see his 
name figure largely In the gazettes; the In- 
dian mutiny was precipitated by the car- 
tridges served out to the Sepoys, which they 
believed were greased with the fat of animals 
unclean alike to Hindu and Mohammedan; 
and the Turko-Russian war, in the opinion of 
' thousands, was started by the blacksmith’s 
hammer with which a Herzegovinian black- 
gmith killed a tax collector who had insulted 
his daughter. 

Stolen Petticoat Brings Vendetta. 

Among other ludicrous causes from which 
wars have sprung are the stealing of a laced 
petticoat of a Castile lady by a Moor, which, 


with the vendetta that followed the theft, |, 


led to many years of flerce warfare between 
the Spaniards and the Moors; and the empty- 
ing of a bucket by a Florentine citizen on the 
head of a man of Milan who was passing un- 
derneath the window. 

Borrowing a tobacco pipe and failing to 
return it kindled civil war for years among 
the rival races in the Pamirs and Afghanis- 


of snails and vipers as food gave rise to fifty 
years of fighting between Milan and Pisa; 
and it is said two German states fought for 
years out of rivalry as to their respective 
powers of beer drinking.

MANY MISSION ARIES 
IN JAPANESE ISLES. 


American Teachers Welcomed in 


Tokio, but Barred from the 
Russian Empire. 


MONG Chicago men and women who 
are deeply interested in the present 
war between Japan and Russia are 
the officials of the different missionary 
societies that have headquarters in 

this city. The parents and friends of a large 
number of missionaries who are now in the 
field are still more anxious as to operations 
that may affect not only the work but the 
safety of the workers. Interest centers in 


most interesting work now in progress in 
any foreign land is now being carried on, 

Secretary Hitchcock of the Chicago branch 
of the American board of commissioners for 
foreign missions, an institution of the Con- 
gregational church, says the effect of war in 
a country where missionaries are at work is 
to distract interest and arrest progress of the 
work. The Japanese are exceedingly re- 
sponsive to Christian work and are friendly 
to Americans. 

No Missionaries in Russia. 
So far as the war is concerned, all of the 


interest is in Japan, for there are no mis- 
sionaries or missionary work in Russia. No 


| Protestant missionary has ever been allowed’ 


to set foot in the empire and few, if any, 

missionary societies have made any attempt 

to invade the region. Even the work in 
Turkey, across the border, has suffered from 
Russian influence, and missionary people 
who have reached certain Turkish flelds and 
have applied for leave to visit their Ameri- 
can homes have been dissuaded, for it is a 
difficult matter to get a foothold there, and 
after such advantage has been secured it is 
considered better to stay there than to leave 
and run the risk of getting back. .In Russia 
a religious sect known as the Stundists have 
a form of missionary work that does not an- 
tagonize the Greek-Russian church, which. 
holds sway over the entire possessions of the 
country. 

Chicago missionaries had much to do with 
the beginning of Christian work in Japan, 
where for more than 250 years there was a 
royal proclar ation that was aimed against 
the Invasion of Christians. . None dared to 
set foot in the country on pain of death. 
Among the first of the missionary army to 
go over there was Dr. D. C. Green of the 
First Congregational church, Evanston, who 
became connected with what is now the 
Doshisha, a magnificent educational insttf- 
tution located at Kyota. 


Jap Introduces Christianity. 


There is at interesting story that begins 
the work of converting the Japanese to the 
Ohristian religion. It has to do with a native 
of the island, Joseph Hardy Neesima., who, 
having had placed in his hands a portion of 
the bible printed in the Chinese language, was 
so awakened to Christian instincts that he 
determined to leave his home and set out for 
America, where he might be educated itn our 
faith that he might go back and enlighten 
his own people. The penalty of such a leave 
taking, if caught, was death, but he made his 
way to Hakodate, where he shipped to 
Shanghal, andthence asa stowaway he sailed 
to Boston. 

It was this young man from Yedo, who by 
the sheer force of his own determinaticn 
mastered every step of an education that took 
him through Phillips academy. Amherst col- 
lege, and Andover seminary, who appeared at 
a meeting of the American board at Rutland, 
Vt., In 1874, and made a: plea for the estab- 
lishment of a school in Japan for educating 
men who embrace Christianity. The result 
was that the Doshisha was opened in 1875 by 
Neesima, and at one time it had more stu- 
dents than the three institutions that he had 
attended in America combined, and was the 
direct result of missionary work started by 
Americans in Japan. 


Work in 150 Towns. 


The American board now has 150 ti 
Japan where missionary work is carried on,: 
There are twenty-five ordained ministers, 
There is a total missionary force, including 
twenty-three unmarried women, of seventy, 
There are eighty-five native preachers con- 
nected with the work, seventy-eight regular 
Kumi'ai, or Congregational churches. Among 
other Chicagoans who engaged in the work 
in Japan was the Rev. Dr. J. L. Atkinson, 
who in 1869 went from the Chicago Theolog- 
ical seminary, and later became head of the 
female seminary at Kobe. 

The Rev. W. W. Curtis went across in 1878. 
Col. Jerome D. Davis, 4 veteran of our civil 
war, and who became associated with Nee- 
sima, went over in 1869. The Rev. Dr. J. R. 
Armstrong went to Tokioin 1805. The Rev, 
Dr. J. G. Johnson, formerly a pastor in Chi- 
cago, was a member of the American board 
of deputation that went to Japan in 1898 to 
investigate missionary operations through- 
out the empire, one of the objects being to 
define certain relations of ownership of mis- 
sionary property in Japan. 


Women Instructors Kept Susy, 


Chicago and Illinois people who are mem- 
bers of the band enrolled in the work of 

christianizing pagans send some interesting 
reports from the scene of their work. Mrs. 
Thomas C. Winn, whose home was in Gales- 
burg, but who is stationed in Osaka, says 
that there is a craze to learn foreign cookery, 
The Japanese girls kneel on mats to prepare 
and cook in a little tin oven biscuits, cakes, 
omelets, ete. There is a feeling of anxiety 
when there is a whole room full of women 
in silks and crépes waiting and watching 
how a demonstration is to comeout. Here is 
the daily routine of Mrs. Winn’s work: Three 
cooking classes, with bible study, each one 
meeting every fortnight; the oversight of 
three Sunday schools and a bible clase for 
women, and three night classes for young 
men, two bible classes for young men at her 
home, calls on Christian women and in- 
quirers, and especially callsonthesick. Mrs. 
Winn is one of the missionaries of the 
women’s Presbyterian board of missions of 
the northwest, and was adopted by the 


Peoria Presbyterian society. The same board 


has Chicagoans in Japan as follows: Mrs. H. 
G. Underwood, Seoul, Corea; Miss Mary B.: 
Sherman, Sapora,. Japan; Mrs. Charles A. 
Clark, Syen Chun, Japan. 

-Chicago missionaries sent by the Foreign 
Missionary society of the Methodist Episco- 
pal church are Miss Harriet 8. Alling, Tokio, 
and Mrs. Esther Kim Pak, M. D., Seoul, 
Corea, 

Another Chicagoan who for years has suc- 
cessfully engaged in the work of bringing 
the Japanese under Christian influence and 
in extending the education of the natives is 
Dr. George E. Albrecht, who was formerly 
superintendent of the German department of 
the Home Missionary Society of America. 
He went to Niigata in 1887, and a few years 
ago was transferred to the Doshisha, where 
he is now a dean in the institution. 


All Denominations Represented. 


In general nearly all of the great evangel- 
ical denominations, Baptist, Episcopal, So- 
ciety of Friends, Lutheran, Methodist, Pres- 
byterian, Reformed Church, both Dutch and 
German, the United Brethren, and Salvation 
army, have representatives in the far eastern 
islands now the theater of war. Including 
baptized children, there are 50,855 professing 
Christians, divided as follows: Baptists, 
2,353; Congregationalists, 11,548; Methodists, 
12,217; Episcopalians, 10,997; Presbyterians, 
11,6561; miscellaneous, 2,089; as many more 
Roman Catholics, and some 27,000 members 
of the Greek-Russian church. In the whole 
population about one person in a thousand is 
a professing @hristian; among the student 
class one in seventy.

But as to the honesty of the idealist and the 
preacher and the reformer let the young 
man and the young woman take it in their 
youth as they took the story of Cinderella.

But don't let them out into the 
world of business with this creed unless you 
would seé them plucked, skinned—bankrup

Question Propounded by Reader. 


This is the philosophy of a woman, drawn 
from her by the reportoria) interrogation 
when men in the world of Chicago business 
were disinclined to discuss the question of 
whether ‘anything but honesty could 
dreamed of in the relations of trade. The 
question propounded by THE SuNDAY TRIB- 
tNwe was that propounded by a reader who 
out of his pessimism and sensitive conscien- 
‘tioueness was inclined to believe that the 
old aphorism lauding honesty had been rele- 
gated to the past that belongs to the flint 
and the tallow candle. The answers above 
are by Dr. Frances Dickinson of Harvey 
Medica! college. 

Recently this young man was offered a 
position, paying $4,000 a year and accepted 
it. leaving the position that for several years 
had paid only $2,500 a year, When he had 
become familiar with his mew position, he 


' was struck by the thought that its duties 


scarcely were worth the salary paid. His 
conscience was troubling him in this score 
when one day the management of the insti- 
tution sent for him, asking that in his offi- 
clal capacity he make certain false entries 
in the business showing of the concern and 


» make the usual affidavit to them. 


In a plaintive letter from this young. man 


* these facts are recited and the additional 


statements are added that not only is he 
now out of a job, but that on several sides 
he has met with the derisive comment of his 
friends who point to the fact that a new 
man is filling his place at the $4,000 a year 
and that unquestionably the thing refused 
by him has been done by the other. This, 
and the further statement that his ef- 
forts to find another position worthy of his 
capabilities have ended in only get-rich- 
quick offers in which he was given the op- 
portunities of taking all risks of shame and 

exposure, with the promised reward of a 

fortune in a few years if he held to it, have 
‘led this young man to ask: 

“Does it pay the average young man to 
I mean from the downright, 
practical view of the case, leaving the senti- 
mental side for the poets and the philoso- 
phers. Is honesty the best policy?’ 


Says Most Men Are Honest. 


W. J. Onahan, recognized as one who 
could speak with all freedom for the banking 
business of the city, was certain that hon- 
esty not only was the best policy but that 
it was the only policy for a young man and 
the common policy of men who were asso- 
elated with the banking business of the city, 
whether as capitalist or ase depositor. 

“It is the opinion of bankers, based upon 
their associations with men, that ninety- 

ne men out of a hundred are honest,’’ said 
Mr-Onahan decisively. 

“ And yet, before a bank accepts a cus- 


_ tomer, it looks into his character and stand- 


ing?’ was suggested. ‘* To that extent the 
banker has a selected class of men to deal ‘ 
with from the beginning?” 

“ But not more so than has the merchant. 
#11 of us take that precaution.”’ 

But when it was suggested to Mr. Onahan 
that one of the largest banking houses in 
Chicago, through the “* official denial "’ route, 
recentiy had proved its dieregard for the 
truth, Mr. Onahan turned anew to the young 
man in the case and asserted. as he believes, 
that there is no substitute for honesty with 
him. 

And as to the bank? It came about last 
fall, when rumors got out that when the 
bank should be established in its new build- 
ing, it would establish a trust and savings 
bank business, A reporter for THE TRIBUNE 
‘Wag sent to ask the president of the institu- 
tion whether or not there was truth in the 
story. The president gave an emphatic de- 
nial of the rumor. But it moved into its 
mew building, and the fact of the trust ard 
Savings department's existence is emblaz- 
oned upon.its plate glass front in the perfec- 
tion of the sign writer's art. 

Official Wall Street Denials. 

“Among the many difficulties against which 
the Wall street reporter has to contend isthe 
official denial."’ comments an editorial writer 
for the Wall Street Journal. ‘“*‘ He may have 
learned from trustworthy sources of informa- 
tion the particulars of some important finan- 
cial transaction.

“ You may count upon this, that in the 
twenty years I have been in Chicago the pub- 
lic spirlt has risen in its ideals tar bevond 
what i was when I first knew thecity; things 
were possible in it then that would not be 
tolerated now.

The originai design contemplated the drawing of a floating car through 
the air, with the mctors traveling upon paralle! cables on each side of the right of way, 
But from this Mr. Reeve decided to suspend a car from two rails set the width of an 
ordinary passenger coach apart, and elevated according to the topography of the country 
and the obstacles which cities and towns might have left in his way. 

- With .the car suspended from these rails, using drive wheels of cog gearing, interlacing 
with a track of like pattern, two aeroplanes, each of three times the width and length of 
the car, are placed above the rails and anchored to the top of the car and to four other 
cogged drive wheels interlocking with the rail on the lower surface. Thus, With the elee- ° 
tric energy carried through the medium of the rails, the inventor proposes to tip his” 
aeroplanes just enough to cause the rush of air to lift the weight of the car, keeping 
it somewhere balanced between the upper and lower drivers, with the result that from 
above or below his machine will receive the force of the,driving wheels at‘all times. 

The lower aeroplane in the pair is to be five and a half feet above the top of the car. 
‘and the upper plane will be four feet above the other. The pair wil) be tipped as the 
needs of the car require. The faster the speed the less weight Mr: Reeve proposes te 
have upon the rails. but in the main he wishes toe get his speed from the force of the upper

The answer to the last question ts to be 
found in the fact that she bases al) her 
work on data obtained from.“ Who's Who 
an America.’’ the presence of 4 woman's name 
in that. book being the hall mark of suc- 
cess She says her work is a study “ of 
those women who have achieved in public 


sufficient to give them a place among the 
successful men and women of America. and 
for the finding out in what lines of work the 
greater probabilities of success lie. and what 
training seems to have 
had.” She admits that the conclusions are 
tentative. and she might have added that 
they were in some respects even illogical 
and misleading. 

Of the 977 women given in” Who's Who” 
only 954 are considered in her six tables 
and the remarks based upon these She 
excludes sixteen actresses and opera singers 
because they are neither by birtb nor resi- 
dence American, and she not only deposes 
from success a one time island queen, Dut 
also one queen of society—the only queens 
that Americans bow down to. She does not 
mention the fact that the tota) female popna- 
lation of the United States and islands 
is 37,178,127. and that 32,607.461 of these are 
whites—a fact that throws into gloomy sig- 
nificance her 954. Even after one has made 


| every possible allowance for age and condi- 


tzon of servitude, ¢an it be possible that only 
one out of 30.000 and more is a successful 
woman? 

One fact alone—that of but one financier 
being mentioned—is enough of itself to throw 
a shadow of doubt on the representative 
truthfulness of these cenclusions. There are

Few states of so small a 
size contain a population so heterogeneous, for besides the 
Usbegs and Tajiks there are Arabs, Persians, Turkomans, and 
Jews. 

. Most of the Usbegs in Bokhara are engaged in agricul- 
ture and inhabit towns. Their manners are bold and straight- 


forward. They are warlike in tendency, and as soldiers they 


are brave and dashing. They cultivate the music and poetry 
identified with their race, and arrange mock battles to cele- 


. brate great occasions. 


Siberia is yet the land of mystery. Popularly, it is sup- 
posed to be a country clad in ice, of dreary wastes of snow 
barren plain, and jagged mountains. This popular idea is not 
altogether correct. True, there are mountains and barren 
deserts; but there are vast plateaus and immense stretches 
of fertile, well watered plains. The climate is extremely cold 
in winter and execéssively hot in summer, 

In Siberia there is room for 200,000,000 industrious people. 
At present there are scarce 5,000,000. The natives of this 
strange and hardly understood country are ignorant, uncouth 
people, scarcely above the intellectual capacity of the savage. 
Nat_rally, however, they are of rugged and hardy disposi- 
tion. Probably there are twenty-five.separate races of people 
in Siberia. Of these the principal ones are the Samoyedes, 
representing the Finnish stock, the Kalmuks or Mongolians, 


and the Tunguses, of Manchu stock. 


Where Every. One Is Honest. 


The Samoyedes are the most primitive and untaught of 
all the Siberians. Their domain lies within the arctic circle. 
They dwell in the lands bordering on the Arctic ocean. In 
physiognomy they are strongly Mongolian; the expression is 
pleasing, though rather sad. One of their most marked char- 
acteristics is honesty. The merchants of Tobolsk leave flour 
and fish in summer stations, unprotected. The Samoyedes 
take what they need, and when the merchant comes again 
they pay him. 

The Samoyede is a peavteable being and eminently socia- 
ble. He will travel a long way out of his ordinary course 
to visit a tent where fellow tribesmen live. He is fond of 
gossip and treats women with great respect. 

Much different are the Kalmuks. They are described as 
ugly in appearance, cunning, dishonest, and drunken. 

The Tunguses commend themselves much more favor- 
ably to travelers. They hoki an enormous domain, stretching 
from the Yenesei river to the Pacific ocean, and washed at 


two points by the waters of the Arctic. They form by far . 


the most intelligent race in Siberia. Cheerful under the most 
depressing circumstances, persevering, candid, and  trust- 
worthy, they are a fearless race of hunters, modest and self- 
reliant. They have been called the nobility of Siberia. 

The Ostiaks live in the country from the Ob river north- 
ward to the Arctic. In general appearance they are not un- 
like the Chinese. They are becoming’ more and more like 
the Russian peasants, and in time will be absorbed by that 
race. 

The Yakuts, living in the largest province of Siberia, are 
as a race good tempered, ‘orderly, hospitable, and indus- 


trious. They readily adopt the arts and ways of civilization. 


The czar has no more peculiar subjects than the GilHaks. 
They live in the valley from the Lower Amur to the Okhotsk 
sea, and live entirely on fish. Even their clothing is made 
of fish skins. 

Altogether, the czar rules a strange assortment of peoples. 


To weld them all into a compact civilization, and to conquer

UCCESS in art,” says Emma M. Church, di- 
rector of normal design at the Academy of Fine 
Arts, ‘‘is a difficult subject to consider on ac- 
count of the fluctuating and kaleidoscopic char- 
acter of the terms success and art. One person 
looks at success as the quickest way of getting 
money; another as social efficfency and per- 
sonal advantage. 

“ Art seems to mean anything from whres which need an 
excuse, not only for being put upon the market but for their 
very existence, to those great creations of beauty treating of 
the common problems of life as seen and heard in the light 
and harmony of a great soul. But all kinds of art have 
their place of usefulness In the world, as well as all kinds of 
women who are seeking success. If a woman considers syc- 
cess as a quick way of getting money let her get the pulse of 
t ‘faddist’ and be able to prophesy what will be the next 
‘craze,’ and she will have her kind of success. The woman 


‘who looks at success in art from the standpoint of social 


efficiency and personal advantage has a more serious task 
to confront.

There is the building up of character, the development of 
her sensitiveness to beauty and truth, and there is the long, 
hard training in the technique of her chosen form of art 
expression. Before she can expect any success at all she

Few women have a more thorough grasp of their subject 
than has Miss Church. She is one of the solid, painstaking 
women who hold themselves down to work with a tenacity of 
purpose quite remarkable. She has large ideals of art, but 
at thé*same time knows how to make it thoroughly practical. 
Of the various avenues which she mentions as being open to 
womep, Mrs. Evelyn Beachy, instructor of design at the Art 
institute, considers china painting as offering one qt the best 


openings. 
China Painting on a Better Basis. 


“This art,’’ she says, “has been greatly abused. The 
cheap kind of decorative work sent out by some dealers in 
china is a disgrace to the name art, But fortunately there js 


a large and increasing demand for good decorative work. 


We are no longer putting roses on our plates to carve into, 
much lese children and Cupids. It is flat effects which we 
want in tableware, and it is this kind of art in china which 
is coming to the front today, and which the woman who is 
aiming to make a way for herself should cultivate more and 
more. In order to succeed at this she must first study design, 
conscientiously and thoroughly, must do away with all copy- 


jing,.and make her work above all original. 


‘“‘When she has produced something really good there are 
various ways of marketing it. For a mere trifle she may be- 
come a member of the National Society of Associated Arts, 
which has an exhibit and salesroom in this city, where she 
can dispose of her goods. She may give a private exhibit and 
sale by sending out invitations to her friends; she may put 
her goods in the hands of some dealer, or she may open up a 
studio of her own. But she must remember that it is good, 
conscientious, artistic work that counts and that there is 
always a demand for the best.”” 


Designing Offers Large Field. 

Designing is perhaps one of the largest art fields for 
women. There is the architectual designing, including relief 
decorations in stone, and plaster, and metal; interior decorat- 
ing; designing of tapestries, carpets, rugs, wall paper, cur- 
tains, silk, lace, stained glass, and leaded glass, and an in- 
exhaustible list of dishes, pottery, etce.; publishers’ designing, 
including covers, title’ pages, head pleces,.tail pieces, initial 
letters, and illustrations, as well as the designing that be- 
longs to personal adornment—clothes of various kinds, cos- 
tumes, laces, jewelry, etc. The field is such an inexhaustible 
one there is plenty of chance for women to specialize in it.

Toward the end of the sixteenth century thé Italian influ- 
ence made itself felt in France through the Medicis, Poisoning 
became so frequent that even after Cath- 


i erine de Medici disappeared from the scene 
errorized the terror still lasted. Henry IV. drew 
by Med with his own hands from the Seine the 

icis. water that was to be served at his meals, 


and at the Louvre he ate only eggs, : 

It was in 1672 that the notorious marehioness de* Brin- 
villiers was accused of killing by poison. On Aug. 8 of that 
year an adventurer named Sainte-Croix died, deeply in debt. 
The officials in examining his lodgings found among his be- 
longings a casket containing a number of vials, some of 
them filled with a clear liqujd, others with a liquid of a pinkish 
color. Besides these there were several packets of powders, 
and several letters addressed to Sainte-Croix by the marchio- 
ness de Brinvilliers. The liquids and powders were examined, 
tried on animals, and were found te be. deadly poisons. The 
marchioness was summoned to appear before the court. She 
ignored the summons, but a servant of hers having been ar- 
rested she fled to England. TheJater developments in the 
case showed that, assiated by Sainte-Croix, she had indulged 
in wholesale poisoning. She had frequently visited hospitals 
and under the cloak of charity had administered poisoned 
food to numerous patierits. She had killed a serving mafd, 
then her father, who had been severe with her and whose 
fortune she coveted, and finally her two brothers, one of 
whom was a leutenant and the other a counselor at the royal 
court. This titled murderess was arrested at Liege in 1676, 
and, after trial, condemned to death and guillotined. 


The De Brinvilliers excitement had scarcely calmed down 


when all Paris was thrown Into terror by a succession of 
dccused was a sorceress and fortune teller Voisin’s Three 
named Voisin. The woman was arrested Hundred 
and a special commission appointed -to {i ‘ 
try her. The commissioners were soon Accomp 
horrified at the number of accomplices the woman confessed 
to having. Three hundred and sixty persons were arrested, 
and of these two hundred and ninety were retained 
for trial. Feeling herself lost, Voisin told the names of 
every one who had obtained poison from her. Many of the 
most illustrious personages of France were compromised, and 
when the marchioness de Montespan, the royal favorite, wa» 
adcused, the king gave orders that the investigation should 
be ended as soon as possible, and that the matter should be 


hushed up. Voisin and several of her accomplices were tried, 


convicted, and executed. 

This was the last great epidemic of poisoning recorded in 
history. Modern chémical research has made so efsy the 
determining of the presence and the kind of poison in the 
body of a person supposed to have died an unnatural death 
that escape from punishment is almost impossible for the 
poisoner. Antidotes have also been found, and the number 


of deaths by poison has decreased greatly. In France, for’ 


example, where during the ten years from 1836 to 1845 the 
number of such deaths was 465, in a corresponding period from 
1887 to 1896 there were only fifteen deaths by poison recorded.
